Treat kids 
as adults 
for serious 
offenses

OAK HILL — Juvenile offenders who commit 
violent crimes should be treated by the courts as 
adults but mandatory sentencing is not 
necessarily the best way to deal with the 
criminals, the new Middlesex County district at- 
torney said Monday. 

During an address to Newton South High 
School students, Scott Harshbarger also said 
young offenders, whether they are suburban or 
urban youths, should be treated equally by the 
state's justice system. 

“Most people’s position is,‘I want to be tough 
with other people’s kids. Let’s not be too tough on 
suburban kids,’’’ Harshbarger told some 65 
students.

Arsonists 
hunted after 
school fires 


NEWTONVILLE — Newton Police detectives 
continued their hunt for two youths suspected of 
setting fires which caused more than $15,000 
damage at the Newton Education Center and 
Newton North High School shortly before classes 
were to begin Friday. 
A Newton fire official said Monday there is a 
definite link between the blaze which started in 
the auditorium of the high school and the closet 
fire at the Education Center, located about three- 
quarters of a mile down Walnut Street from 
Newton North 
On Friday police received reports that two 
youths were seen leaving the Education Center, 
where administrative offices and some 
classrooms are located, shortly before the fire 
was discovered by custodians. 
Gene Sweeney, director of the custodians at the 
Education Center, estimated damage there at 
about $15,000 to $18,000. No estimate of damage at 
Newton North was available. 
No injuries were reported in either blaze and 
both fires were quickly brought under control. A 
fire official said ‘‘normal combustible 
materials” were used to set the fires, 
The suspects were described as both junior or 
senior high age. One was white and the other 
black, police said Friday. ~<

Custodial union 
accepts contract

NEWTON — Schoo! custodians 
have joined teachers and ad- 
ministrators in accepting a two- 
year contract with a 5,5-percent 
yearly pay hike. 

After six months without a new 
contract, custodians were one of the 
last school groups to reach a settle- 
ment. 

Custodians voted 56-16 last week 
to ratify the contract offer which 
was described as a compromise by 
both school and union officials. The 
School Committee ratified the 
agreement last week, 

The across-the-board raise will be 
retroactive for Newton's 109 custo- 
dians to July 1, 1982. 

The salary increase is something 
custodians ‘can live with,’’ ac- 
cording to the union’s spokesman, 
Robert Robards 

Robards termed the agreement 
between officials of Service 
Employees International Local 454 
and school officials ‘truly a com- 
promise." 

School negotiator Tom O'Conor 
called it ‘‘a good settlement’ for 
both parties. 

For the School Department, the 
major gains were in terms of new 
contract language, especially in the 
area of weekend building checks. 

The new contract give the School 
Department full control over when 
building checks can be assigned 
The union won the right to allow 
senior custodians first crack at the 
weekend work, but this provision 


will expire at the end of the new con- 
tract. 

At that time, school officials will 
have ‘‘sole discretion’’ over when 
and how the building checks are 
assigned, according to Roy Cor- 
nelius, Support Services Director 
for the schools. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann says the new terms 
will save the schools approximately 
$40,000 a year, 

Mann described the old contract 
as obligating school officials to con- 
tinue the practice of checking 
buildings until the end of the heating 
season

NEWTON HIGHLANDS 
Christian Dior, Yves St, Laurent, 
Sassoon and Calvin Klein are a 
few designers who have flirted 
with the military look, but United 
States Army fashion researchers 
want to create the look that saves 


lives. 

When President Reagan 
visited the Boston area last 
week, he wore a fashionable 


trench coat, probably lined with 
15 pounds of bullet-proof Kevlar, 
says U.S. Army Natick Labs 
military fashion researcher 
Peter Burke 

Reagan was seen wearing a 
trench coat while tasting a beer 
during his surprise stop at the 
Dorchester pub. 

Burke, speaking to the Newton 
Retired Men’s Club last week, 
said the material is the best light- 
weight protection available and 
is used for a variety of military 
garments. 

Kevlar consist of many layers 
of heat-treated cloth, The greater 
number of layers means increas- 
ed protection, says Burke. 

Included in the president's 
bullet-proof wardrobe is a sport 
coat lined with Kevlar. The army 
researcher brought along a 
similar sport coat and club 
member Louis Kolow tried it on 
after Burke's talk. 

“We could use something like 
this for our neighborhood crime 
watch,” said Kolow referring to 
the red, “innocent looking”’ sport 
coat. 

Burke said a civilian could buy 
an ‘“armored’’ sport coat for 
about $200. 

Other advances in military ap- 
parel made by Natick Labs in- 
clude: a Kevlar bullet-proof vest, 
of which retired resident Charles 
Manning remarked, ‘I wish we 
had this vest during World War 
II, it would have saved a lot of 
lives."” 

Perhaps the most noticeable 
change in military gear is the 
phasing out of the steel pot 
helmet, seen on every GI since 
World War II, says Burke. 

Soldiers will be trading in their 
old helmets for a new Kevlar one 
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Club rmember Charles Manning models Kevlar helmet. 


that looks like the German army 
helmet of World War II. The new 
head gear is lower in the back, 
reachimg down to the bottom of a 
soldier” s ears, while rising in the 
front to give maximum visibility. 


Also going the way of the ‘‘steel 
pot’’ are olive drab army 
fatigues. The soldier’s uniform of 
today’s army will feature 
“woodland” and ‘‘dessert”’ 
prints to give maximum 
camouflage, says Burke. 

Fittimg male soldiers is no pro- 
blem for the clothing division of 
the labs, but women are dif- 
ferent, said Burke. 

“The woman soldier presents a 
little more of a fitting problem, 
we thought we could just make a 
smaller garment, but it didn’t 
prove right,” said Burke. 

Boots for female soldiers were

a challenge, because the design 
called for a narrower heel, Burke 
noted. 

Boots themselves are still be- 
ing analyzed, but the old spit and 
polish look, perhaps to’ a drill 
sargeant’s dismay, will only be 
seen in old war movies. Suede- 
look boots, with steel inner soles, 
are now the new wave of the ar- 
my 

The army has its version of the 
Sony Walkman, but this headset 
is implanted in a tank crew 
member's helmet and is 
avialable for pilots too. 

Other lifesaving clothing for 
crew members of planes and 
tanks includes protective 
clothing designed to withstand 
flash fires. 

Still cumbersome for soldiers 
is the latest in chemical warfare 
clothing. 


“The protective uniform for 
soldiers in a chemical environ- 
ment is made of a cloth that has a 
charcoal layer sandwiched bet 
ween the material,” said Burke 
The charcoal absorbs life- 
threatening chemicals he noted. 


Burke said this design is bulky 
and weighs too much to enable 
soldiers to easily participate in 
active combat. Other basic pro- 
blems being ironed out are: how 
soldiers will be able to drink, eat 
and go to the bathroom while 
wearing the protective uniform? 


‘We are designing a new can- 
teen that features a cap with a 
straw that plugs into the soldier's 
face mask, enabling them to to 
drink in a chemical environ- 
ment,”’ said Burke. 

Other modern warfare equip- 
ment the lab is researching are 
“Flash Gordon” army goggles to 
protect soldiers from laser beam 
light, stated Burke. 

Another innovative improve- 
ment has changed the soldier’s 
shovel, which is now made of 
tubular metal and can fold up in- 
to a space saving eight inches 
square. 

Not all of the Natick Labs 
research has proved practical, 
however. 

Burke related short-lived boot 
with a sole that left a bare foot 
impression in the mud of Viet- 
nam, 

“We thought the print would 
fool the enemy and it did for a 
while, but they caught on to us,”’ 
said Burke. 

Another blooper created for 
the Vietnam era was a duck-foot 
boot, optimistically designed to 
keep soldier’s feet from sinking 
into mud. 

“The boots worked fine in 
keeping the soldier on top of the 
mud, but if he turned his foot 
sideways a little, the boot sank 
and became an anchor in the 
mud,” said Burke. 

While the Natick Labs work 
diligently to help soldiers stay 
alive under the worst battle con- 
ditions, many retired men at the 
club recalled their war ex- 
periences and expressed a wish 
to phase out war rather than old 
military designs.

She said the new contract also 
gives school officials more control 
over assigning all overtime work. 

Overtime work recently became 
an issue when custodians voted to 
refuse overtime about two weeks 
ago as part of a job action. 

School officials maintained over- 
time was within the discretion of 
management. They filed a petition 
for a strike investigation with the 
state Labor Commission, but the 
commission upheld the custodians’ 
right to refuse overtime. 

The commissioners reached their 
decision, in part, because of a provi- 
sion in the contract which states 
“overtime work shall be voluntary 
except in case of am emergency.” 

Robards maintains the contract 
language on overtime has not 
changed ‘‘one speck.” 

“Not a sentence, not a period, 
nothing,”’ he says. “It is the same 
wording.” 

-Some gains for the custodians 
were in new benefits and in an 
agency-fee requirement for people 
who do not join the union. This fee 
would become effective July 1, 1983, 
and is patterned on the same agen- 
cy fee The Newton Teachers’ 
Association achieved in new con- 
tracts for teachers and ad- 
ministrators. 

The new contract will give all 
custodians a clothing-allowance in- 
crease from $125 to $135. Senior 
custodians whose jobs require the 
use of their cars will get a 10- 
percent increase in their car 
allowance. 

Custodians with 25 years of ser- 
vice will now get five weeks of vaca- 
tion and an extra $250. In the 
previous contract, four weeks was 
the maximum vacation time and 
was given after 10 years of employ- 
ment. 

Custodians with 20 years of ser- 
vice will get an extra $225 and 
employees who have worked 10 
years will get $100 extra.

Poet Whitman

NEWTON — Prize-winning poet 
Ruth Whitman will read from her 
anthology of modern Yiddish poetry 
at Temple Reyim, Newton, Sunday, 
Feb. 6, at3 p.m.

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Palmer criticized Finnegan's most recent 
assessment of the Newton revaluation project, 
saying the firm made statements ‘many of 
which I believe are factually incorrect or 
misrepresent the actions of the City of Newton. 


“I firmly believe that the responsibility for the 
present impasse, which is satisfactory to neither 
side, does not lie with the city,"’ Palmer wrote to 
Finnegan. “I must also categorically deny that 
the city has failed to undertake any action re- 
quired of it under the contract when seasonably 
notified by Finnegan and Associates.” 

Countering Finnegan's contention that the city 
failed to review the firm’s final product when it 
was delivered, Palmer wrote, ‘‘‘delivery' con- 
sisted of your staff essentially dumping assorted 
and unspecified documents on a table somewhere 
in City Hall without even casually mentioning to 
any member of the Board of Assessors that such 
documents were Finnegan and Associates’ com- 
plete work product.” 

Besides receiving a partial product from Fin- 
negan, Palmer contended the city had to provide 
assistance to the revaluation firm “‘over and 
above that required of it under the contract." He 
also wrote the city was required to hire additional 
personnel to complete work left undone by Fin- 
negan in order to process abatement applica- 
tions. 

Palmer responded to some specific allegations 
Finnegan made against the city, including the 
firm’s criticism that the city’s publishing a list of 
residential values greatly increased the number 
of abatement applications. 

Palmer contended, ‘The city's failure to 
release the list could only have caused greater 
negative publicity under the particular cir- 
cumstances of the revaluation project." 

He also responded to Finnegan's criticism that 
the city weakened the firm’s staff by hiring some 
of its personnel. ‘‘Your statement that the city’s 
hiring practices somehow damaged Finnegan 
and Associates comes as a complete surprise and 
is wholly unsupported and unsupportable,”’ 
Palmer wrote. 

“The insinuation that the city crippled Fin- 
negan and Associates’ ability to perform the 
revaluation project by ‘hiring away key 
members...at critical points’ is a patent exag- 
geration and misrepresentation of the facts,” the 
Chief Assessor contended. 

Saying he was looking for a way to resolve the 
present impasse ‘‘short of litigation,’’ Palmer 
suggested a meeting between the two parties, at 
which the remaining work would be defined and a 
schedule of payments drawn up.

Drinking age 
is high enough 


With all due respect for the AAA’s com- 
mitment toward a uniform national policy 
of setting the drinking age requirement at 
21, we have strong doubt doing so would 
make even the slightest difference in 
Massachusetts. 

This state rectified a mistake made 
some years ago when it lifted the age fac- 
tor from 18 to 20 in 1979. While those terri- 
ble teenage driver crashes resulting in 
fatalities still make us all wince, the 
statistics show the total picture has im- 
proved. 

Adding another year probably won’t be 
any way near as productive as taking 
fuller advantage of the many options now 
open to enforcement people through stiffer 
drunk driving laws. 

By far the most effective way to achieve 
further reduction in the death toll is 
through the process of education, far more 
extensive highway surveillance and full 
use of the new statute to get bad drivers off 
the road. The same kind of thinking should 
be applied to automobile insurance regula- 
tions, which should be redrafted so that the 
accident-prone, bad risk operators are 
made ineligible. 

What we’re trying to say is that the 
higher age limit by itself isn’t going to 
achieve the results, although compliance 
with the 21-year national goal might put 
Massachusetts in line for some $125 million 
in grants to improve traffic safety. 

That could perk up legislative interest.

Thoughts on city 


To the editor; 

I'd like to add a few thoughts to the perennial 
Newton debate about salaries of the mayor and 
aldermen. It’s one of those issues that comes 
back year after year, like an irritating rash. It 
never seems to get resolved, perhaps because 
there is so little agreement among the resolvers 
about the real purpose and functions of these 
public positions 

There is absolutely no doubt in my mind that 
the mayor of Newton (especially the current in- 
cumbent) should be paid a salary of at least 
$55,000, if not $60,000 a year 

Under our form of government, the mayor is 
both the chief executive political officer of the ci- 
ty and its primary administrator. It is a difficult, 
responsible job and we cannot expect it to be fill- 
ed just by people who are content with a much 
lower salary of those who can afford to live on 
much less because they have outside incomes. 

Tying together decisions about the mayor’s 
salary and those of the aldermen seems to me to 
be pretty petty politics. The issues are quite dif- 
ferent 

While it is tempting to take the hard-nosed posi- 
tion that serving on the Board of Aldermen 
should be an honor for those citizens with the 
necessary talents and that truly idealistic people 
shouldn't expect to be reimbursed for their ef- 
forts, the fact is that there are many out-of- 
pocket expenses that go along with the job of be- 
ing an alderman and the city owes at least this 
much to those who volunteer for the duty. 

Thus, I have never had any problems with pay- 
ing aldermen for literally what it costs them to 
serve. I have a serious problem, however, in 
coming up with a reasonable justification for 
paying aldermen much more than that, and cer- 
tainly anthing close to the amount ($3,000) cur- 
rently being discussed at City Hall. 

While it is obviously true that most aldermen 
spend enormous amounts of time at meetings and 
functions of one kind or another, at city hall and 
elsewhere throughout the city, it is important to 
pin down a bit the real purpose of all of this activi- 
ty. Is it always, or even most of the time, to con- 
duct serious city business, to make a productive 
contribution to the running of our community? Or 
do aldermen go to many of these affairs primari- 
ly because it’s the wise thing to do if they want to 
get re-elected? In short, how much of the time of 
an alderman is spent serving the public and how 
much is spent pursuing his or her own personal 
political career? 

While I have absolutely nothing against pursu- 
ing political careers (and may do it again myself 
one day) I object to connecting the time spent do- 
ing it with a salary from the city treasury. So the 
argument of time must be carefully weighed by 
looking at just what the purpose is of these 
endless nights of activity. 

Secondly, we should all look seriously at what 
the concept of paying aldermen for their services 
(way beyond actual expenses) helps to do to our 
whole political and public service system. For 
one thing, I think it contributes heavily to the 
rapidly growing feeling that volunteering for 
anything is old fashioned and naive. Where 
should the notion end? Should all cub scout 
leaders be paid a little for their efforts? Should 
all PTA presidents be given a few hundred 
dollars a year for the hours they spend trying to 
make our public schools better places? Should 
the thousands and thousands of people who con- 
tribute their time and energy serving on the 
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pay debate 


boards of charitable organizations get a cash 
bonus at the end of each year? 

The concept of reimbursement for the job of 
serving on the Board of Aldermen tends to lessen 
the chances of significant involvement by hosts of 
citizens in the public affairs of the city. Why 
should anyone contribute their considerable 
talents and energies to the city when there are 24 
well-paid people available to do what has to be 
done? 

A third argument in favor of paying aldermen 
just about what they actually spend to serve is 
the old one that no one is forcing them to do it, 
and that the perks and the personal rewards (the 
business and professional contacts, for example) 
constitute significant compensation. Obviously, 
one can’t carry this argument too far, but it 
deserves some consideration 

Finally, we have to look at the whole question 
of whether our public goals are being well-served 
by the way the board of aldermen currently 
operates. Does it spend too much time on trivia? 
Are there better, most effective, ways of setting 
public policy and making the critical decisions 
that have to be made? Are there serious ineffi- 
ciencies caused by intentional or unavoidable 
barriers in the smooth flow of information among 
the members and between the Board and the 
mayor and his departments? 

Could, in fact, the aldermen do what is required 
of them with much less time and effort, and thus 
much less pay? 









My conclusion is that the aldermen should have 
a raise, because the costs of serving have risen 
since the present salary level was set, but that 
the raise can only be justified on the basis of out- 
of-pocket expenses, not as wages for a part-time 
job, and that it should be limited to perhaps $500.

Mayor spies potential 
for new water sources

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
is optimistic newly identified 
underground sources of drinking water 
along the Charles River could save the 
city $250,000 a year. 

“This discovery has a tremendous 
amount of potential,’’ said Mann at a re- 
cent press conference. 

The potential Mann refers to is reduc- 
ing the city’s dependence on 
Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) water by 25 percent, according 
to a study. The city consumes 12 million 
gallons a day for an approximate an- 
nual cost of $1 million, according to City 
Engineer Paul Giunta. 

“Tt could save you a bundle if you 
develop all the sites identified,” said 
Walter Mulica, senior hydrogeoligist at 
IEP company in Wayland. The sites 
identified could give the city 3 million 
galions of water a day, according to 
IEP. 

The most promising site is along the 
Charles River between the Boston 
border and Mount Ida Junior College, 


Some irked by draft, aid link-up

Area college administrators are 
quietly criticizing proposed federal 
regulations linking Selective Service 
registration with government loans to 
students. 

Announced recently by U.S. Secretary 
of Education William Bell, the new rules 
would withhold most forms of educa- 
tional aid to students 18 years of age or 
older who are in violation of the Selec- 
tive Service sign-up begun last year. 

The rules are scheduled to go into ef- 
fect July 1, following input from con- 
cerned agencies as to actual implemen- 
tation practices. 

The enabling legislation was signed 
into law in September. 

Students will be required to supply 
certification of Selective Service 
registration on federal financial-aid 
forms. 

The Massachusetts Association of 
Financal Aid Administrators has taken 
a stand opposing the new regulations, 
according to Barbara Tornow, associa- 
tion president and financial-aid ad- 
ministrator at Brandeis University. 

Boston College senior Mary Hayes, 
who directs 12 peer advisers working 
closely with the school financial-aid of- 
fice, said there was little reaction on 
campus to the new regulations. 


“The reaction will come when 
somebody is denied financial aid 
because they refused to register,’’ she 


said.

If the water is unsuitable for drinking, 
a treatment facility would cost $4 
million, according to the report. Some 
$25,000 in test drilling will tell if the 
water is drinkable, says IEP 
hydrogeologist Richard Heeley. 

Water just under the surface could ir- 
rigate playgrounds, the report. 

Cabot park, Newton North and South 
High School fields, Albermarle park and 
Oak Hill playground could keep their

About $6 billion in federal aid to 
students is distributed annually under 
programs including Guaranteed Stu- 
dent Loans, Pell Grants, and National 
Direct Student Loans. 

Marilyn Molnar, director of financial 
aid at Waltham’s Bentley College said, 
her department was waiting to see how 
federal guidelines would develop. 

“If you're going to accept federal 
money, I guess you have to accept 
federal regulations,” she commented, 

But, “I'm not about to ask students if 
they've registered unless I’m required 
to by the federal government,” she said. 


“T personally think to sign up for the 
draft is no big deal.

The cost for developing a pump for 
Albermarle park is around $8,000, said 
Mulica. 

The water is not free flowing, but is 
locked into the soil like water in a 
sponge, according to Mulica. He said it 
is constantly moving and being replaced 
by the flow of the Charles River. 

“Tt sounds like a self-renewing sav- 
ings account,"’ said Mann, He suggested 
excess water could be sold to Needham 
or Wellesley. 

Newton would have more control over 
its destiny and in an emergency could 
provide its own water supply and not 
have to depend on the MDC, said 
Mulica. 

The study recommends Newton 
negotiate with the MDC concerning Saw 
Mill Brook Reservation land (it was 
once owned by the city), conduct water- 
quality tests, complete an irrigation- 
well system at Albermarle playground * 
as a demonstration project, encourage 
private institutions such as golf courses 
to obtain irrigation in the same manner 
and protect existing space surrounding 
sites identified in the study. 
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Aid administrators complained the 
rule would affect those students who 
needed the money most — that richer 
students not needing the aid could af- 
ford to overlook the new regulations.

Bentley College has mailed 20,000 
financial-aid newsletters that included 
information on the new changes to pro- 
spective students, Molnar said.

Mayor laments on budget woes

NEWTON CENTRE — These days, 
Mayor Theodore Mann told a group of 
elementary school parents recently 
says he feels like ‘the fall guy.”’ 

There is just too little money to meet 
all the ‘‘appetites’’ of various city 
departments and the School Depart- 
ment, the mayor told the group of some 
75 elementary school parents during a 
discussion in Newton Centre. 

“No, you can’t have everything. 
Somebody has to be the fall guy. You 
picked me to be the fall guy,’’ Mann said 
at the community meeting sponsored by 
the Bowen, Countryside and Mason- 
Rice PTA's which also drew Ward and 
Hyde parents. 

Parents planned the meeting at the 
First Baptist Church in Newton Centre 
to focus on both the city’s and the 
schools’ financial future. 

“I don’t want this city to lose its 
reputation for public education (and 
other services),’’ Mann said. 

“But who shall live and who shall die? 
There is not enough for everybody,” he 
said. 

Something has to give if the city is to 
continue providing quality services in 
all areas, Mann warned. But some 
parents felt Mann’s early budget projec- 
tions for next year indicate that schools 
will suffer the most. 

“We would like to feel confident that 
(the children) aren’t going to become 
victims,’”’ one woman stressed. ‘‘In my 
own house, I'm on deficit spending, but 
my kids don’t suffer."’

Howard, an aerospace engineer, 
received the Commander’s Award

For the past three years, the 
Newton resident has coordinated 
the laboratory’s atmospheric 
research rocket programs for all 
national and international launches 
In 1980, he was personally invited by 
the Brazilian Air Force Chief of 
Staff to visit that country and to ex- 
plore the possibility of cooperative 
rocket experiments. As a result, the 
two-countries last year jointly con- 
ducted studies of the ionosphere (a 
region of the atmosphere above 50 
miles) using rocket-launched ex- 
plosives.

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Trustees propose 
sale of 4 libraries 
to finance facility

NEWTON The city’s library 
trustees say the 113-year-old main 
library in Newton Corner is ‘the 
worst library building in the state” 
and should be torn down, with the 
land sold to build a new $7 to $10 
million library building at the cor- 
ner of Homer and Walnut Streets 

“It's the worst physical plant in 
the state,’ said Library Trustee 
Michael Lipof, referring to the 
Newton Corner location 

Lipof compared Library Director 
Virginia Tashjian ope ing the 
main library to race car driver 
Mario Andretti in a Ford Model T 
“The car can get around the track, 
but you'll never be in the race,’’ he 
said, 

“For the first time in 40 years, the 
library trustees are of one mind to 
build a new library,” said Lipof 

To raise cash for a new two-to- 
three-story building, the trustees 
report they will need to sell some 
branch libraries in commercially 
viable areas and have the city sell 
bonds. 

Four library branches were sug- 
gested by the trustees as potential 
sites to be weeded out of the system 
They are: the main branch, which 
Lipof said is “‘worthless‘'; Newton- 
ville; Newton Centre and possibly 
Waban. The city has 12 branches. 

“We could probably come up with 
$2 million from selling some branch 
libraries and raising donations,” 
said Lipof. The rest of the money 
could come from selling Newton's 
AAA-rated bonds, he added. 

With a legal debt limit of over $80 
million and with only $7 million in 
actual debt, Lipof said the city’s 
debt is ‘ridiculously low.”’ 

During October, 34,000 residents 
patronized city libraries, and 
600,000 books circulated last year, 
stated Lipof. 

“There's no question the building 
is falling apart, but we don’t know if 
we can afford a new one,” said 
aldermanic Finance Committee 
Chairman Edward Richmond. 
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‘For the first time 
in 40 years the 
library trustees 
are of one mind 
to build a new 
library.’

Lipof estimates new construction 
will cost $100 a square foot for the 
estimated 76,000-square-foot 
building, while costs for transform- 
ing Warren Junior High School into 
a library would be $65 to $75 a 
square foot, 

Warren Junior High School was 
put forth as a possible site for a new 
library by the aldermanic Ad- 
ministration and Planning Commit- 
tee. The school is slated to close this 
June. 

Library Trustees voted to have 
the Warren school dropped from 
any consideration as a main library 
and reaffirmed their plan to pursue 
the Homer/Walnut Street site as the 
only place “suitable and worthy of 
the people of the city.'’ The trustees 
also noted the site was approved by 
two previous boards of aldermen. 

Administration and Planning 
Chairman Robert Tennant had City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk look into 
whether the trustees have the 
authority to select a site for a 
library, 

“City ordinances and 
Massachusetts General Laws both 
support the position that the city has 
the authority to provide library 
buildings, while the Board of 
Library Trustees has control over 
any buildings, once provided," said 
Funk. 

Funk said the mayor and 
aldermen have the final say in 
determining site selection, design 
and funding of library buildings. 

Lipoff said the Warren School is 
not centrally located and the 
building is on Route 16, which is he 
said is a drawback. 











Parents push concern 
over lice in the schools

NEWTON — Scared parents 


want the city to ‘‘come out of the 
closet’ regarding a head-lice 
epidemic reportedly infesting more 


than 1,600 elementary school 
children. 
Parents Against Lice (PAL) 


came before the aldermanic Human 
Services Committee last week and 
convinced the committee to take ac- 
tion on both the potential dangers of 
the prescription cure and discom- 
fort caused by the blood-sucking 
parasites. 

Lice use vise-like claws to attach 
themselves to hair and live by suck- 
ing blood and tissue fluids on the 
scalp. 

The committee voted to have 
Chairman Rodney Barker appoint a 
subcommittee of citizens and 
aldermen to investigate ways to 
combat the epidemic, establish a 
system of reporting cases and in- 
form residents how to kill the in- 
sects. 
“The Health Department has no 
idea of the extent of the problem, 
which is epidemic," said PAL 
cochairman Debra Altschuler, The 
city's schoo) population is around 
14,000. 

Altschuler and PAL cochairman 
Lesley Kenney polled Newton phar- 
macies, asking how many prescrip- 
tions of the pesticide Lindane have 
been issued, The pair discovered 
1,656 prescription have been filled, 

“Our study did not include all 
prescription pesticides nor any 
over-the-counter remedies,’’ said 
Altschuler. One pharmacist told the 
PAL, “head lice are epidemic in the 
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Lindane, in one-percent solution, 
is the active ingredient in such 
prescrition lice remedies as Kwell, 
Gamene and Gexane, according to 
PAL. 

“Sometimes the cure can be 
worse than the disease,’’ said PAL, 
referring to the pesticide, which is 
absorbed through the skin and set- 
tles in the body tissues. 

Women who are pregnant should 
wear rubber gloves when dousing 
their children with Lindane, 
because it is absorbed into the body 
tissue and can reach the fetus, says 
PAL, 

Other cautions put forth by PAL 
include: Never use the pesticide 
after a warm bath, the tissue will 
absorb it faster; always place the 
infested person’s head over a sink 
as opposed to standing up ina tub or 
shower, to keep the pesticide confin- 
ed to one area; never treat someone 
when you or the family member has 
open cuts or rashes and never use 
the pesticide for prevention since 
the chemical does not stop head lice 
from reinfesting the victim. 

Health Commissioner Bernice 
Joyal admitted there is a discrepan- 
cy between cases reported to the 
Health Department and the number 
of actual cases 

“We have 297 cases reported from 
September to December, compared 
82 during all of last year,”’ said 










To help prevent the highly gom- 
municable pest from spreading, 
Joyal is telling teachers and 
children not to engage in activities 
that aid the spread of the insect.

NEWTON Physically, Scott 
and Steve Anglin aren't perfect 
twins, but on the athletic field and in 
the gym their characteristics are 
identical.

As a junior, Scott was named 
to the Dual County League All-Star 
team and is back this season bigger 
and better. He has been scoring an 
average of 23 points per game. He is 
a dominant force from his center 
position catpuring an average of 10 
rebounds and blocking six shots per 
contest. He has shown he can do it 
all on the basketball court. 

In the first 12 games of the season 
for the basketball team, Scott has 
been the leading scorer. Scott along 
with talented guard Meatchie 
Russell provide the leadership for 
the South five, 

“We have a real close bunch of 
players this season,” said South 
basketball Coach Joe Killilea. 
“They've grown up together and 
you might think there was more 
than one set of brothers on the team. 
Scott and Steve are close, but on this 
team everybody knows one another 
well. 

“‘Athletically, Scott and Steve are 
very much alike,’”’ said Killilea.

The newly elected district attorney said more 
people want juvenile offenders sent to jail and 
are proposing mandatory sentences 

I do not believe in mandatory sentencing, or 

capital punishment, as the major ways to deal 
with crime,” he said, adding that it is too expen- 
sive 

But if 15, 16 or 17-year-olds commit crimes 
which might warrant a stiff jail sentence for an 
adult, then “they should be treated as adults” 
Harshbarger told the students. 

Harshbarger’s address was his first to high 
school students since becoming district attorney 

The visit marked the beginning of a week-long 
criminal justice series at South, Sponsored by the 
school’s Enrichment Program, the series will in- 
clude talks by the director of ‘Aiternative 
Sentencing’ at Brandeis University and 
representatives from the Norwood Police 
Department and Norfolk County district at 
torney’s office 

Some students told Harshbarger they were 
skeptical that jail sentences rehabilitate young 
criminals, Harshbarger noted however that only 
a small percentage of youth offenders are respon- 








sible for violent crimes, such as murders and 
rapes. Juveniles are usually arrested on drug- 
related, drunk driving and vandalism 

‘Neighborhood crime is what people are most 
concerned about,” the district attorney said 

Crime victims ‘‘must be paid back 
shbarger, who proposed community 
form of restitution and making probation ‘‘mean- 
ingful.’”’ However Harshbarger conceded to a stu- 
dent that probation is often ineffective. 

“Probation has become a joke. Rarely do peo- 
.ple come after you,’ said Harshbarger, who 
blamed a system which awards ‘‘patronage” 
jobs for the lack of effective probation officers. 

Harshbarger sometimes played the devil's ad- 
vocate with students and urged them to think 
about their views, for example, against the death 
penalty. Most students said they opposed capital 
punishment 

“Why should I pay to keep this guy in jail?” 
Harshbarger remarked, urging students to ex- 
plore the issue 

Harshbarger later told a student that “as a 
minister's son'’ he is personally opposed to 
capital punishment and does not think it is a 
deterrent to crime. Sixty-five percent of 
I shusetts voters voted for a death penalty 
ast November out of ‘‘frustration,’’ he said 









Some local seniors voicing 
concern over SS benefit cuts

NEWTON If the city’s senior citizens are 
upset by President Ronald Reagan's proposal to 
freeze increases in Social Security benefits for 
six months, they have yet to make their feelings 
known, 

Reagan told the nation last week that, along 
with freezing the wages of military personnel and 
making further cuts in some social services, he 
hoped to keep from adding the Consumer Price 
Index increase to Social Security benefits for six 
months. 

Jim Dorsey, in charge of press relations for 
U.S. Rep. Barney Frank, said his office had “‘got- 
ten a few calls” about the freeze. He added that 
all the callers voiced their opposition to it 

Dorsey said Frank had already condemned the 
president’s proposed freeze, saying, ‘Of course, 
that’s money that you never get back. 

Myrna Malec, in charge of elder affairs for 
State Rep. Joseph DeNucci, said she spends a 
great deal of her time responding to complaints 
from senior citizens regarding disability 
benefits, but she added she has yet to get a call 
about the president’s suggested freeze 

Charles Chase, West Newton resident and a 
member of the Silver-Haired Legislators, said he 
approves of the freeze on increases in benefits. “I 
approve of it because I think it will inconvenience 
people very little,’ Chase said. ‘Social Security 
benefits are too generous. I’m getting more than 
I deserve. I think a lot of people might admit 
they’re not really entitled to what they're getting,

Fowle, who works with Travelling Meals, 
which brings hot food to elderly persons 
throughout the city every day, said he thought the 
Consumer Price Index was “‘a little high.” 

He described himself as ‘‘not a wealthy man,” 
living on Social Security and a pension, and add- 
ed, “‘All in all, the government has done well by 
us.” 

While admitting he has spoken to some reci- 
pients who would like to get their increases on 
time, Fowle said, ‘‘When you have to make cuts, 
it's always ‘Why me?’ We've grown accustomed 
to receiving things from the government. 
Everyone's looking for something.” 

Fowle commented that he thought cuts in 
defense spending might be more appropriate 
than cuts in social programs, He said of the 
freeze in Social Security benefit increases, ‘‘If it 
will help, it can’t hurt.”

Library leasing 
delayed 30 days

NEWTON The Memorial Library 
Chestnut Street has won a 30-day reprieve from 
being leased, which allows residents of West 
Newton time to formulate plans to reopen the 60 
year-old branch 

The aldermanic Human Service Committee 
voted 6 to 0 to hold off on final leasing recommen- 
dations, so residents can gather needed facts to 
launch a fundraising program to reopen the 
branch. The building was closed in 1980 and its 
contents moved to the Davis School on Waltham 
Street 

“The Human Services Committee agreed to 
supply us with hard figures as to the costs of reoc- 
cupying the building, the legality of donations be- 
ing contributed for staffing the library and an 
agreement by trustees they would approve the 
move ba ’ said Eugene Cronin on Thursday 
The former alderman is part of a group of n 
1,000 residents pushing to have the libra 
back from the Davis School to 25 Chestnut St 

“Hyde School has pointed the way, showing it is 
possible for citizen participation to achieve 
things the city hasn't been able to, and they need 
the information to put together a plan," said 
Alderman Richard Bullwinkle at Wednesday's 
Human Services Committe meeting. 

Human Servi Chairman Rodney Barker 
stated the vote deters the committee from setting 
a price for renting out the branch, but went along 
with the vote, hoping it will bring the controver- 
sary to an end 

Aldermen previously set a price of $8 a square 
foot to lease the site, but no one was interested 

More than 700 West Newton villagers signed a 
petition to retain the Chestnut Street branch 
library, built from citizen's donations in 1926 and 
dedicated to 15 residents killed in World War I, 
according to Cronin. 

“We submitted over 700 signatures in May 1981 
and we filled the aldermanic chamber, including 
the balcony and the halls, during public hearings 
on the issue,"’ said Cronin. 


“T watched the Chestnut Street library built 
and I was a constant patron of that library, but 
it’s all boarded up now,” said Cronin.

Cronin thinks there is a good possibility the 
facility may be moved back to its home at 25 
Chestnut St. 


“Tt was in first-class operating condition when 
the building closed in December 1980,” he said, 
“and the ad hoc committee on the building’ 
reuse said in their report it appeared to be in ex- 
cellent condition.” 





Cronin believes Davis School facility has fewer 
books and says attendence has dropped. 


The Davis School facility operates 20 hours a 
week, while the other library operated approx- 
imately 32 hours a week, says Library Director 
Virginia Tashjian. 

Even library trustees agreed the ‘‘ambience’”’ 
at the Davis School compares poorly to the 
Chestnut Street site, and admitted public use of 
the Davis School facility has declined. 


Library trustees at the meeting cited high fuel 
bills, staffing reductions and staff contracts as 
some of the reasons the branch was closed and 
transferred to the Davis School on Waltham 
Street. 


At the Davis School, where there is only one 
librarian to watch over nearly 2,000 square feet of 
book storage, Cronin said he has seen children 
eating hamburgers, a car parked on the front 
walk and a lot of papers strewn near the en- 
trance. 


“That building was not built from day one to be 
a library, like the Chestnut Street site was,"’ said 
Cronin,

Abatement confusion costs 


NEWTON Residents’ confusion over tax- 
abatement procedures may cost them nearly 
$75,000 in tax relief, affecting over 700 property 
owners, according to Board of Assessors Chair- 
man Robert Palmer. 

“Given the degree of confusion which continues 
to exist, in spite of numerous public information 
efforts, it is the feeling of the Board of Assessors 

a sizeable number of taxpayers will be harmed 
as a result of no fault of their own,’’ Palmer told 
the Massachusetts Department of Revenue in a 
letter 

Palmer is asking the state to grant the city 
authority to accept applications of ‘‘confused’’ 
residents who failed to file 1982 abatements 

Once Palmer gets approval from state of- 
ficials, 707 residents will have 30 days to file an 
abatement for 1982 and the taxpayers will be 
notified by letter, says Palmer. 

















‘These people were disenfranchised because of 
a matter of slippage on the part of the assessor 
office,” John Rogers, president of the 
property-taxpayers’ group Save Our Homes 

“In order to grant the relief these taxpayer 
are justifiably entitled to, we are in need of the 
authorization,’ Palmer told the state 

Rogers says the assessing department cut off 
the abatement appeals process in October, a 
month before tax bills went out in November 
which he says was the closing date 

When the 1983 tax bills went out, almost 4,000 
1982 applications remained to be acted on, ac 
cording to Palmer. 

“It is apparent that just under 1,000 taxpayers 
who received 1982 abatements after the mailing 
of the 1983 tax bills failed to file the appropriate 
1983 abatement applications within the statutory 
time period,”’ says Palmer.

DeNucci (Newton-Waltham 
recently reappointed to his second 
term as House Chairman of the joint 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, has set his goals for 
the coming term 


For the coming year DeNucci 


said, ‘my priority is to develop a 
new child protection policy by 
creating a multi-disciplinary 


response to the serious problem of 
the physical and sexual abuse of

I also want to additional 
prison space to diffuse the highly 
volatile overcrowding situation 
which exists in our prisons. At the 
same time, I want to see the state 
move toward tighter control of the

We 
also provided a winter clothing 
allowance for children on Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
and protected the General Relief 
Program 

He also called attention to the 
creation of a special commission to 
deal with the pressing problems of 
those who were unfairly removed 
from Social Security disability 
benefits while their cases were be 
ing reconsidered by the federal 
government. He noted other 
rehabilitation legislation, which in 
cludes a measure to prevent severe 
ly handicapped persons from losing 
their Personal Care Attendants and

the burned-out portion of the school and, 
with state funds, constructing a 
“freestanding building” on the grounds 
for 18 handicapped units. 

That, according to the mayor, is the 
fastest way to insure the city gets 
almost $1 million in state funds targeted 
for the handicapped housing. Neighbors 
in the Kyde Reuse Committee recently 
shelled out $13,000 for a temporary roof 
to preserve the damaged building the 
mayor suggested razing 


Mann did include mixed use of the ex- 
isting building in his second option, but 
he omitted space for a self-supporting 
day care center like the one the Reuse 
Committee has so strongly recommend- 
ed. 


His second option would involve tak- 
ing two-thirds of the building for han- 
dicapped housing, leaving one-third for 
school use and dividing the two parts 


Mann even suggested the nearby 
Highlands Library could move into the 
burned-out portion of Hyde School, 
“freeing that building up for housing.”’ 

He said his concern for the handicap- 
ped housing project was second only to 
his concern for ‘quality education” in 
the city 


“Whatever happens, the city can still 
go forward with handicapped housing in 
its own building or site,"’ Mann said. 

The $508,000 insurance award on the 
old school could be well used retrofitting 
city schools for energy conservation, ac- 
cording to Mann. He estimated that 
more than $750,000 would be needed for 
such retrofits in the near future. 


Regarding future decision making in 
the drawn-out reuse deliberations, 
Mann said the School Committee, 
mayor and Board of Aldermen all have 
roles to play

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Commission addresses prejudice 


By Donna Lombardi

NEWTON The chairman of a special com- 
mission studying prejudice in the city said the 
issues in Newton are not “overwhelming.” But 
discussions among city workers revealed 
perceived distinctions between sections of the ci- 
ty and the talks could help to diminish bias. 

Richard Glovsky, Chairman of the Human 
Rights Commission, said it is better that issues 
are “brought to the surface”’ than left “buried,” 
he said. 

Glovsky, with other commission members 
facilitated three meetings with representatives 
of the city workforce as part of the the Mayor's 
Special Commission on Community: Affairs. 
Mayor Theodore Mann requested the sessions. 

“You can’t eliminate bias but maybe you can 
diminish it,’’ Glovsky said. “If bad feelings are 
allowed to persist then you can have more serious 
problems later on. If everyone knows what the 
issues are then you are in a much healthier at- 
mosphere.”’ 

A final report to the mayor revealed that some 
people perceive economic distinctions between 
the ‘‘north’’ and ‘‘south’’ sides of Newton. Others 
said the names of Newton North and South High 





City workers 
stage wildcat 
strike on pact 


NEWTON — A number of the city’s 40 to 50 
sanitation workers staged a wildcat strike Tues- 
day morning, blocking vehicle access to the 
Rumford Street trash transfer station. 

Sanitation workers left the Elliot Street yard 
Tuesday, apparently headed for City Hall. 

Daniel McClaren, president of Local 800 of the 
American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME) said his men 
were staging the wildcat strike because ‘the 
mayor threatened them once too often.”” 

According to McClaren, Mayor Theodore Mann 
refused to allow workers to hold informational 
meetings on city time. 

Sanitation workers have been without a con- 
tract for well over a year and are also facing the 
prospect of a switch to private trash collection.

Schools heighten distinctions, according to the 
report. As a result the reports recommendations 
included changing the schools’ names. 

The issue of renaming the high schools is not 
the commission's first priority, Glovsky said. But 
it should be discussed ‘‘if it’s a symbol of division, 
which participants at the sessions seem to sug- 
gest.” 

“Renaming the schools is not a panacea, But it 
may remove a divisiveness that does not benefit 
anyone,” Glovsky added. 


Renaming the schools is the School Commit- 
tee’s responsibility, Mayor Mann said.

“Whether the school committee feels strong 
enough to make a change is up to them,” Glovsky 
said.

Lawyer tells of work as 
counsel for immigrants 


OAK HILL — The hardest part of Sharryn 
Ross’ profession is fighting the negative image of 
the immigration lawyer. 

“T have to convince people that I am not going 
to throw them to the dogs,’’ Ross told Newton 
South High School students. 

Ross, 36, lives and works in Jamaica Plain 
where she sees two or three new clients each 
week. Most of the immigrants represent Third 
World nations, many of them Hispanic countries, 
and are fleeing poverty and political oppression, 
she said. 

Her clients have heard “horror stories'’ about 
the immigration process and as a result are too 
afraid to go to her when they want permanent 
residency here. People who Ross already helped 
often urge other apprehensive immigrants to 
visit her office. 

“Some people are so terrified of the Immigra- 
tion Service that they are afraid to go to a 
lawyer,” said Ross, who was invited to South as 
part of the Enrichment Program’s Hispanic 
education series, 

So many immigrants remain “underground” 
out of fear of the Immigration Service, she said. 
Some have lived illegally in the U.S. up to 25 
years for fear of being deported, Ross said. Most 
came to the U.S. as students or visitors. 

Convincing clients to trust her is often difficult. 

“T have to convince them to tell me everything 
or else I can not help them,"’ Ross explained. 


A “notorious”? case involving a Boston im- 
migration attorney did not help her cause. Ross 
told students that several years ago the attorney 
was caught scaring immigrants into giving him 
their passports and paying him monthly ‘‘to keep 
immigration of their backs.”’ Though eventually 
authorities would find the immigrants and the at- 
torney could no longer protect them. 


Political refugees are particularly vunerable 
and frightened by the possibility of returning to a 
country where they may be hurt or killed, Ross 
said. 


“Those from El Salvador are so afraid of being 
sent back,”’ Ross said. Others are afraid to reveal 
information if they think the government in their 
native countries will retaliate against family 
members who still live there, she added. 

Ross said she loves her profession partly 





because her cases move more swiftly than in 
other areas of the law. 

“T like the instant gratification,” said Ross, 
who usually spends less than a year with each 
case, 

Ross does not earn an impressive salary. Most 
of her clients are poor but they find jobs. She 
scales her fees according to what people can af- 
ford, 

“Most of my clients hold jobs, like factory jobs, 
which no one else wants, Employers tell me all 
the time that they can’t find people to fill those 
positions,” Ro; d. 
Ross explained to the students that by state law 
employers can be fined $1,000 for hiring an illegal 
alien, Employers are protected if the worker 
says he or she is a United States citizen. However 
employers are not protected if a worker can not 
produce working papers. 

The Visa system allows 270,000 immigrants in- 
to the U.S. each year. About 140,000 political 
refugees are allowed into the country annually, 
id. 

The law formerly stated that only immigrants 
who fled communist countries were allowed into 
the U. s political refugees. But the U.S. State 
Department still follows the law in practice, ac- 
cording to Ross. She said the policy reflects U.S. 
guilt about its involvement in Vietnam, noting 
that 29,000 Vietnam refugees entered the country 
last year. 

Meanwhile fewer Hispanic refugees are award- 
ed political asylum, she said. 

“T feel like that’s the biggest flaw in the im- 
migration laws,” Ross said. ‘Things are much 
stricter under (President Ronald) Reagan.” 

Part of Ross’ job is coaching immigrants for in- 
terviews with immigration officials and to ac- 
company them to deportation hearings. ‘“Im- 
migration is very intimidating,’’ Ross said. 

With a “good defense” Ross said she can keep 
immigrants here several years. But if deported, 
they probably will not be allowed back, she said, 

Ross said she keeps a list of names of those peo- 
ple who were denied residency in case laws are 
changed. 

Ross said she selected to practice an unusual 
area of law. But she thinks it’s rewarding. 

“I meet the largest variety of people and I can 
solve their problems."”

Accessory apartments 
tagged for scrutiny

NEWTON — A special aldermanic 
committee aimed at maximizing 
the use of existing housing stock in 
the city will hold its first meeting 
tonight. 

The committee was born out of a 
report in December by the Human 
Rights Commission on the number 
of accessory apartments in larger 
homes throughout the city. The 
commission urged exploring the ex- 
isting number of such apartments 
with any eye toward increasing it. 

Members of the commission, 
along with a number of aldermen, 
expressed concern that a “witch 
hunt”’ might result from their ef- 
forts. The idea that some illegal 
apartments might be uncovered 
during their investigation and clos- 
ed down was the opposite of their in- 
tent, they said. 

The study of existing housing in 
the city is meant to open housing up, 
not close it down; that was the con- 
sensus at the December meeting 

Chairperson Sondra Shick said 
she hoped the committee might 





become ‘‘a forum for the develop- 
ment of nousing policy. There’s not 
a lot of awareness in the city of the 
concrete need for housing.”” 

Shick said she was ‘‘very glad”’ to 
have Land Use Committee Chair- 
man Terry Morris as a member of 
the newly created committee. She 
voiced her respect for Morris’ 
knowledge of land-use theory and 
said he had already approached 
Chief Assessor Robert Palmer for 
data on the larger, older homes in 
the city. 








Shick quoted a letter from Morris 
to Palmer in which he cited his in- 
tention to seek amendinents to ex- 
isting zoning laws which would per- 
mit the addition of accessory apart- 
ments to houses with more than 
2,000 square feet of interior space 
which were built before 1920.

2-day strike ends; workers, city negotiate

NEWTON — Under the shadow 
of last week's two-day strike by 
some city workers state-ordered 
labor negotiations began Friday 
between the city and the union

The state Labor Commission Fri- 
day appointed attorney Richard 
Higgins of Higgins Associates to try 
to bridge the gap between the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME) Local 800 union and ci- 
ty.

“The fiscal picture of the city has

Further agg ing matters was 
an alleged broadcast over the city’s 
radio by the union's treasurer that 
all members of Local 800 were 
suspended. That broadcast, ac- 
cording to union members inter- 
viewed, caused most union 
members to stop work. 

‘The treasurer’s announcement 
was not true. The suspensions were 
limited to those persons physically 
present in the Elliot Street Yard 
who refused to work when so 
ordered by the commissioner,” 
stated an administration fact sheet. 

While over 100 workers were in 
the Elliot Street Yard Tuesday mor- 
ning when the order to return to 
work or be suspended was handed 
down, only 43 union members were 
officially notified by police couriers 
of their suspensions later that even-

Union officers contended it was a 
“lock-out” by the city and not a 
strike, but because they had voted 
to stay off their jobs, the Labor 
Commission apparently determined 
it was an illegal strike. State law 
prohibits municipal employees 
from striking 

Looming heavy in the background 
of the workers’ dissatisfaction is the 
administration’s desire to send city 
trash collection out to private con- 
tract as an economy move. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has stated 
repeatedly if the move to go out to 
private trash collection, a step 
many other cities and towns have 
taken, is not approved by the Board 
of Aldermen he will seriously con- 
sider the option of ‘‘disfunding”’ the 
sanitation department at budget 
time and provide only enough 
money for the trash contract. 

This attitude has many city 
workers justifiably or unjustifiably, 
worried about their jobs and the 
possible loss of income for their 
homes and families in hard 
economic times. 

Mann promised if the private 
trash contract were approved by 
the aldermen last Jan. 1, then no 
worker would be laid-off, but the 
board did not give their approval 
because they are attempting to 
understand the full ramifications of 
going out to private trash collection, 

This left the sanitation workers, 
all members of Local 800, in the 
middle without any recourse but 
negotiating with the city, but talks 
had come to an impasse. 

It is only hoped the city and the 
union can sign a contract soon to put 
an end to the bad feelings and 
bridge a gap that many say is not 
really very wide,

Old Uncle Sam’s 
numbers game 


Few people know about it since the 
federal government is reluctant to admit 
such errors, but the land area of these 
United States is bigger than we thought - 
by 3,647 square miles in fact. 

That increase from a new assessment 
undertaken by the Census Bureau for the 
1980 census represents a recalculation us- 
ing updated surveying techniques and 
equipment. The last time anyone sat down 
and figured out the land area of the coun- 
try was in 1940, according to a recent issue 
of GEO magazine. It’s no wonder the 
figures may have been off a bit. 

This increase of 3,647 square miles 
represents an area the size of Delaware 
and Rhode Island combined. 

In recalculating the land area the feds 
found that Alaska had been underassessed 
by 4,592 square miles and the other 49 
states had been overassessed 945 square 
miles. So the new official area for the 
United States, for those who keep track of 
such things, is 3,618,770 square miles. 

This little oversight could have some 
humorous ramifications. For example, if 
the federal government has been figuring 
things incorrectly - land-wise - for the past 
43 years does that mean for those four 
decades Rhode Island and Delaware simp- 
ly did not exist? 

We do know, however, there are quite a 
few Newton homeowners who would like 
Uncle Sam to survey their property lines. 
Nothing like a little underassessment of, 
say, 3,000 square miles to keep the tax bill 
down. 





Promoting missiles 


President Reagan has apparently 
discovered Western Europe — and 
perhaps he has discovered that a group of 
nations in that part of the world are more 
or less on our side. 

Reagan asked ambassador to Ireland 
Peter Dailey to talk to North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization leaders about deploy- 
ment of medium-range missiles in Europe. 
The president also encouraged National 
Security Adviser William Clark to confer 
with Secretary of State George Shultz, 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger and 
others in the Agency for International 
Development and the U.S. Information 
Agency about ways of selling the missile 
program abroad. 

Even British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher seems to be discussing a flexible 
approach to talks with the Soviets. In the 
meantime, the French are hardening their 
opposition to the deployment of U.S. 
missiles and the West Germans, plagued 
by political disputes at home, are far more 
enthused about disarmament suggestions 
than they were previously. 

The Reagan administration has already 
lost the propaganda struggle to the 
Soviets. But now that Dailey is in charge of 
things, U.S. chances might improve. After 
all, Dailey was Reagan’s advertising 
manager in his 1980 campaign. Dailey also 
handled a similar role for the 1972 cam- 
paign of Richard Nixon, so ideology should 
prove to be no handicap. 

Perhaps it’s appropriate that less than 
400 years after Columbus sailed the ocean 
blue, a U.S. president has discovered that 
Europeans need to be consulted about 
their ambitions and futures.

Harold who?

Move over Sen. Cranston. Here comes Harold 
Huff. 

U.S. Sen. Alan Cranston of California announc- 
ed his candidacy for the presidency last week 
during a visit to New Hampshire. The good 
senator thought he was the first Democrat to for- 
mally announce his intentions to unseat Ronald 
Reagan. 

Not so, Alan. 

Early in January The Graphic received the an- 
nouncement of Harold Huff, a Democrat from 
Knoxville, Tennessee, proclaiming his run for the 
Oval Office in 1984, This is serious stuff of which 
political horse races are made. 

As the ‘Committee to Elect Harold Huff Presi- 
dent U.S.A. Inc.” declared in a press release 
dated Jan. 1, “If you haven't heard of him before 
you will be hearing from and about him more and 
more in the next couple of years.” 

Alan Cranston was shelling out his hard-earned 
campaign bucks last week hiring a hall and hop- 
ing for some national press coverage while 
Harold Huff was bent over a photo-copying 
machine in Knoxville, revving his well-oiled, if 
somewhat obscure political machine. 

Cranston proclaimed the need for a nuclear 
arms freeze as the issue for the ’80s, the banner 
he plans to wave on his way to the White House. 
Cranston pounded away at the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s sword rattling and its rush toward 
a confrontation with the Ruskies. 

But down in Tennessee Harold Huff was huffing 
and puffing to blow down the business of big 
government, 

“Huff says that he has grown tired of listening 
to excuses of politicians, who are attempting to 
run the government but are not qualified to do the 
job that they would possibly do if they knew 
how,"’ Huff's campaign literature declares. 
Long-winded, but energetic. 

Under his campaign slogan of ‘Thinking 
together we can ail win,” Huff, a 48-year-old with 
over 30 years experience ‘‘thru (sic) the ranks of 
labor, skilled labor, engineering, marketing, mid 
to top level management in the manufacturing, 
coal mining, oilfield, construction, aerospace and 
consumer industries.’’ The press release does not 
explain how one could possibly have experience 
in that many fields.

But back to the point. While Alan Cranston was 
touting the same old liberal Democratic line in 
the New Hampshire wilderness, Harold Huff was 
spouting his new views from the far reaches of 
Knoxville. 

Huff huffs away at veteran pols and their 
tendency to mess up the economy, the military 
and, of all things, our world standing. 

“Why should we rely on them to make our 
economy any better? 

“The only problem solving solution to their 
vocabulary is TAXES which has become evident 
to the American people that the sole solution to 
problems is not taxes,’’ Huff harrumphs in his 
literature. ‘‘Our veteran politicians are 
stymied,” 

Sure, Alan Cranston and Walter Mondale may 
have a few years’ political experience on this 
obscure individual from the wilds of corn 
whiskey country, But every political analyst 
knows for every Franklin Roosevelt there must 
be someone like a Wendell Wilkie. For every 
Harry Truman, an image of Thomas Dewey. And 
for every Ronald Reagan, there must be 
something akin to Harold Stassen. Or is that a 
Harold Huff?

I had occasion to read attorney Mark White's article ‘‘On books and 
bans” appearing in The Newton Graphic of Dec, 21, 1982. 


1 also had the unpleasant experience of having read letters to the editor 
written by Joseph W. Chevarley, a member of the Board of Directors of 
Morality in Media of Massachusetts, Inc., and a similar letter written by at- 
torney Thomas A. Walsh of Roslindale 


I find it difficult to believe that Messers. Chevarley and Walsh, who seem 
to have a tremendous interest in having their children read only books that 
they consider “clean”, are so ignorant of the law that they purport to 
discuss. 





There are so many errors in these letters, that one does not know quite 
where to start. I will touch on only a couple of points, 
First of all, there has never been any definitive, or even persuasive, 
tudy on the subject of harm caused by books. It is also true that there is no 
definitive study that ‘‘good books” produce ‘good people.’’ What we do 
know from long experience, is that children who read a wide assortment of 
books, are better educated, and we operate on the faith that a better 
educated citizenry is a better citizenry in a democratic republic.

NEWTON The 
death penalty, approved by a 
substantial margin in last 
November's election, is still very 
much alive for Senator Jack 
Backman 

He plans to continue his fight 
against it with legislation, educa- 
tion and some very curious land- 
scaping around the State House. 

The landscaping, according to 
Backman, involves removing some 
large bushes from in front of a 
statue of Mary Dyer, which stands 
almost in front of his office window 

Dyer was hanged on Boston Com- 
mon in 1660, Backman said, for be 
ing a Quaker. For the senator from 
Brookline, and for a group of 
citizens who paid to have the monu- 
ment built in 1959, she represents all 
that is evil and stupid about the 
death penalty 

The bushes are blocking Dyer’s 
statue from public view, and 
Backman has written a letter to 
Gov. Michael Dukakis requesting 
the bushes be removed and a 
pathway be built to the monument. 
“T think the whole world should see 
the statue of this young woman who 
was hung for her beliefs. It was just 
another error,” he said 

Backman’s legislative efforts 
against the death penalty include a 
bill he has filed for its repeal.

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he was kept in jail ‘unjustly and 
unlawfully.’’ Johnson made 
headlines about a month before the 
November election when his convic 
tion on murder charges was 
“vacated” by the Supreme Court 

Backman said there were legal 
precedents for such compensation 
going back as far as 1694, when the 
General Court compensated the 
family of an innocent man who was 
executed by mistake. 

He used Johnson to argue that the 
death penalty is too irreversible a 
punishment for our legal system 
He has plenty of examples of men 
being executed who were later pro- 
ven innocent, including Sacco and 
Vanzetti, the notorious duu who 
were killed for a crime to which 
another man later confessed 

Backman’s involvement in the 
fight against the death penalty ac- 
tually began some 30 years ago, 
when the wife of a lawyer who 
defended Sacco and Vanzetti called 
him for help in her campaign, The 
senator joined the fight to abolish 
the death penalty and found himself 
in the chambers of the House 
Judicial Committee long before he 
ever ran for public office. 

In his effort to educate voters and 
fellow legislators, Backman has 
joined forces with the 
Massachusetts Campaign Against 
the Restoration of the Death Penal 
ty (MCARDP). He described the 
group’s ongoing efforts as 
disseminating material which ad 
vocates the repeal of the t 
penalty and recording the law's f¢ 
ings when they show up in court. 











Headed up by former Newton 
Centre resident Max Stern, the 
group has compiled an extensive 


body of literature which cites 
historical, legal, social and 
economic reasons for improving 
correctional facilities and systerns 
rather than invoking the death 
penalty 

MCARDP contends that the 


measure counterproductive in 
combatting crime, saying its 
‘deterrent effect is slight and is off. 
set by its encouragement to 
unstable individuals to commit 
murder as a means of self destruc 
tion.” 

The group further contends the 
measure is an admission of defeat 
for our legal system and “a 
substitute for our failure to 
establish a proper system of con- 
trol."’ 

Other MCARDP arguments 
against the death penalty include

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Fish spawning eyed 
as local river priority

Several designs for two fishways in Upper Falls are still being review- 
ed by the MDC, an official said. 


“There's a social message in all of this,’ Barron said. “Fish like a 
healthy environment. It says to the public that the river is improving.” 


The Charles River was seriously polluted 10 years ago, Barron noted 
Inevitable disasters, such as oil spills and sewage leaks from broken 
pipes, continue to be a concern though the water qualiy has improved, 
she said. 


Shad, a type of spawning fish, were once eradicated from the river, ac- 
cording to a an official of the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, which is facilitating the transplanting of shad. In 1971 the 
agency tried unsuccessfully to transplant shad eggs into the Charles. It 
now dumps the shad directly into the river, often near the CRWA 
Auburndale office . 

Building up substantial populations of shad, which travel upstream to 
spawn like other spawning fish, is a long process and speculative, ac- 
cording to Randell Fairbanks, of Marine Fisheries. 

“It’s a long-term process. But the population can expand very rapid- 
ly,’ Fairbanks said. However the Charles River is ‘‘a long way” from 
sustaining large shad populations, he said. 

Fairbanks said the presence of shad has been documented but not 
quantified. The agency needs trapping devices to determine the amount. 
Other spawning fish, blueback herring and alewives, are in large 
numbers, according to Fairbanks, and the herring ‘‘fully utilize’ the 
spawning locations. 

Transplanting shad in Connecticut was successful Fairbanks said. But 
there are no guarantees the project will work in the Charles, he said. By 
adding fishways the agency can move the spawning locations but not 
“Snsure a straightline increase”’ of shad. 

“By itself (the fishways) are nothing but a slab of cement. But they . 
are a symbol of correcting what our forefathers did,” Fairbanks said. Finlay Dam in Lower Falls is one of four along the Charles River In Newton eyed in the move to encourage fish to spawn.

DPW commissioner 


for 2-day trash strike

NEWTON Alderman Richard 
McGrath, chairman of the Public 
Facilities Committee, has laid the 
blame for last week's trash strike at 
the feet of the Mayor and the Public 
Works Commissioner 

According to MeGrath, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann’s refusal to 
negotiate with representatives of 
the sanitation workers and DPW 
Commissioner John Sulik's losing 
his cool in a confrontation with 
workers were the causes of the two 
day strike 

an ‘“‘open letter’ aimed at dispell 
ing ‘‘the confusion and wrong im 
pressions held by many citizens in 
the city,"’ McGrath said the mayor 
brought negotiations to an impasse 
the night before the strike when he 
added demands not previously ask 
ed for. 

Sulik’s role in bringing about the 
strike, according to McGrath, came 
last Tue&sday morning at the DPW 
yard on Elliot Street. Sulik told a 
gathering of 100 to 150 men gathered 
in the yard that they had to go back 
to work immediately or face 
suspension, McGrath said. 

When the workers insisted their 
questions about the breakdown in

tiations be answered, ‘‘With a 
wave of his hand, Mr. Sulik 


suspended everyone there ‘for two 
days, maybe three,’’’ according to

one off city property or he would 
call the police’’’ McGrath said 

The Chairman of the Public 
Facilities expressed his disappoint- 
ment with the new DPW Commis- 
sioner’s hasty actions. ‘‘There were 
other options available to Mr. 
Sulik,”’ McGrath said, “that he 
should have exercised before the 
drastic act of suspension." 

The alderman suggested, “The in- 
stigators and agitators should 
have been singled out, identified 
and separated from those present 
who were accidental spectators. A 
settling down period should have 
been established to allow tempers to 
cool and to let the people who 
wanted to go to work be able to do 


so, leaving the dissidents al 






one and visible 

McGrath pointed out that a 
crucial quality in a DPW Commis- 
sioner is ‘‘a reputation of calm and 
rational fairness."’ 

As a member of the Search Com- 
mittee that recommended Sulik for 
the commissioner's job last Fall, 
McGrath said he was ‘‘disappointed 
with his actions, because I know he 
had alternatives available to him 
that would have allowed him to 
defuse the Situation without com- 
promising the city. I expected more 
of him.’, 

As a future remedy for the DPW 
situation, McGrath recommend ed, 
“Tt is absolutely essential that this 
new tactic of ‘confrontation politics’ 
cease, and that room be made so 
that all opinions can be heard. It 
must be recognized that no ONE 
person has ALL the answers as to 
what is best for Newton.” 

Finally McGrath advocated 
“pulling together instead of pushing 
apart”’ as a way to solve problems 
like the ones that caused the trash 
strike.

Yaffe ‘best ever’ at Brown 


PROVIDENCE, RK. Newton 
native Donna Yaffe is seeing 
tougher defenses this year. There is 
a lot more bumping and shoving 


when she goes for a rebound or 
drives to the basket, and when she 
shoots she attracts a crowd. But 
despite the increased attention, the 
Brown University sophomore is a 
legitimate Division I All-American 
candidate 

Without a doubt, she is the best 
women’s basketball player to ever 
represent Brown since the sport at- 
tained varsity status 10 years ago. It 
took Trish Wurtz four years to 
become the first woman to score 
1000 points—a feat she accomplished 
last year, Yaffe, howver, already 
has 620, and 14 games left this 
season. 

The 1981 Newton North graduate 
burst onto the Brown scene last 
year and led the Bruins in scoring, 
with a 21.6 average, and in reboun- 
ding, with an 8.5 mark. In the pro- 
cess, the 5-10 forward set to Brown 
game records and five season 
marks. She was also a First-Team 
All-‘Ivy choice, the Ivy League 
Rookie of the Year, and a member 
of the Jewish All-American team 
and the Women's Basketball News 






Service Freshman All-American 
team. 
If that weren't impressive 


enough, based on her start this 
season, Yaffe should be in line for 
another parcel of awards. She is 
averaging 21.6 points and 8.4 re- 
bounds per game, and tied the 
school record with 37 points in a 
December victory over Westfield 
State. 

Consistency is the name of Donna 
Yaffe's game. In 37 college ap- 
pearances, she has hit double 
figures 35 times, totaled 20 or more 
points 27 times and 30 or more five 
times, 

“Consistency, yes, but she's also 
an intense, dedicated athlete,” 
Head Coach Maureen Enos remark- 
ed. Enos should know. She coached 
Yaffe for two years at Newton 
North before moving to Brown for 
the 1980 season. 

“Donna was a natural athlete to 
begin with,” Enos said. ‘‘So we had 
a good starting point. In high school 
she was primarily a good outside 
player and was known mainly for 
her offensive capabilities. Over the 
past two years, though, she has 
started to become a complete 
player in every respect. The im- 
provement has been especially ob- 
vious over the last year, She is 
quicker and stronger now and she is 
good defensive player, and a much 
stronger rebounder. And_ since 
teams are guarding her so closely, 
her passing skills have improved a 
lot."” 

Enos added, ‘‘Our schedule this 
year is better than it was last year, 
so Donna is playing against better 
players. She is being guarded closer 
than ever before and being 
challenged physically on the court. 
It's obvious by her performance 
that she has reacted well to this 
challenge. To my way of thinking, 
the great players respond to added 


competition and pressure, Donna is 
doing that. She is also a solid team 
player, dedicated to the welfare of 
our program, and she takes her suc 
cesses is stride.”’ 

‘Donna can be as good as she 
wants to be,’’ Enos said, adding, 
‘and since she is an exceptional 
worker, her best days are ahead of 
her." 

Wheen it came time for Yaffe to 
select a college, Brown was just one 
of threee she seriously considered, 
along with Dartmouth and Nor- 
thwestern. ‘It wasn’t easy 
recruiting Donna, even though I 
knew her so well,’ Enos recalled 
“When I was coaching at Newton, 
we talked about schools and she 
preferred an Ivy education, Brown 
was one of the schools considered, 
but I told her she might want to look 
at schools with better basketball 
programs within the league. When I 
came to Brown, I was faced with a 
dilemma, but I simply told her that 
I would have to build a program at 
Brown, that she could be a major 
part of the process and at the same 
time, she could earn a degree at 
Brown which means something in 
the professional world.” 

Yaffe's natural athletic ability 
probably would have allowed her to 
succeed in a number of sports, She 
competed in soccer, softball and 
basketball in junior high school and 
then for three years at Newton 
North she wrote an ongoing success 
story in basketball and softball, 

In basketball, she was a Suburban 
League All-Star in her junior year 
when the Tigers lost in the finals of 
the state championships. As a 
senior, she was a Converse All- 
American, and a member of the 
New England Junior Olympic team. 
More importantly, however, she 
sparked Newton North to the state 
title. 

In softball, Yaffe was a two-time 
All-Suburban League choice, She 
hasn't played softball at Brown, but 
will give lacrosse a shot this spring, 
despite never having played the 
sport before. 

“Sports are a very important part 
of my life,”’ she emphasized. “'I love 
the competition, the chance to set 
goals and reach them, the chance to 
be part of the team, I’d like to con- 
tinue my affiliation with athletics 
even after graduation. I am major- 
ing in psychology, and may concen- 
trate on sports psychology with 
some college coaching on the side 
when I leave Brown.” 

Yaffe's success in sports, as Enos 
pointed out, is not based on talent 
alone. She is a worker—an intense 
worker who never rests on her ac- 
complishments. She has been a 12- 
months-a-year basketball player 
since her junior year at Newton 
North. Following the 1979-80 season, 
she played summer ball in an area 
league, and after her senior year 
she competed for the New England 
Junior Olympic team as well as the 
summer league. Last summer, she 
tried out for the East Sports 
Festival team, but was a late cut. 
Then it was back to the summer 
league circuit and her usual

Cable views divorce, schools

NEWTON — Divorce may begin at home, but the kids who are casualties 
of a break-up between their parents carry the burden with them to 
school every day. 

In Newton, that may be a blessing. Several schools offer special pro- 
grams of peer discussion groups for students whose parents are divorc- 
ed or separated. 

Terry Holzman, a Newton journalist, has explored those programs in 
a documentary she made for Newton Community Television called 
“When Divorce Comes to School,” 

The program, aired in January on cable, will be shown again Tuesday, 
Feb. 15 at 6:30 p.m, and Wednesday, Feb. 16 at 11:30 a.m. on Channel 3

Holzman, who made the program with a grant from the Newton Cable 
TV Foundation, said she wanted to take a local look at a national issue — 
about 30 percent of the school-aged population has parents who are 
either divorced or separated. 

The program raises the question of what is the role and responsibility 
of the school,”’ she said. ‘It takes a look at the ways that Newton schools 
have created these kinds of programs to deal with the issue.’ 

Holzman wanted to avoid being preachy, so she depended upon the 
conversations she had with the students in the programs to illustrate 
what they were going through. 

“J couldn’t have written a better script,”’ she said. ‘The kind of emo- 
tional honesty that the kids brought to the interviews was a real strength 
of the program.” 

Holzman found out about the peer counseling groups through Linda 
Wolf, a counselor at Brown Junior High which has the longest-running 
group in the Newton School System. It’s offered as an academic course 
and meets four times a week. 

“It gives the kids an opportunity to talk about these things that are on 
their minds that they can’t always talk about to their parents,” she said. 
“Tf you can say things — especially to another kid in the same situation 
— that comfort is very important and very valuable.”’ 

Said one junior high student, ‘‘If I didn’t have this group, I would think 
that my parents’ divorce is the worse thing that happened to me. But 








since I have this I know that it happens to a lot of people and what hap- 
pened to other kids is worse than what happened to me.” 


Holzman focused her documentary on the students involved in pro- 
grams at Ward School, Brown Junior High, and Day Junior High, put- 
ting about 300 hours into the entire project. 

During a filming of one classroom session, the students revealed 
things they had not said before. After the microphones and cameras 
were turned off, Holzman asked the students why they wanted to be part 
of the documentary. 

“Without exception, they said if I can help other kids, then it's worth 
it,” she said 

Holzman realized that because of the personal nature of the subject, 
the childrens’ stories could have been easily sensationalized. But she 
worked closely with the principals, teachers, school psychologists and 
guidance counselors to assure them that she honored the students’ 
privacy 

‘No child's last name was used. I felt I had an unwritten contract to 
not hurt anybody unnecessarily. I wasn't looking for sensationalism. It's 
not like I came from New York to write a fancy documentary and leave 
town,”’ said the eight-year Newton resident. 

In addition, she said, the schools weren't tooting their own horns over 
the success of their programs. ‘They were very supportive because they 
wanted the message to be made public about the impact on kids and 
what schools can do,” 

The documentary, she said, ‘Gives a lot of advice from kids to kids 
and teachers to teachers.” 

Holzman, who is married and has two daughters, ages 9 and 12, inter- 
viewed children who ranged in age from 7 to 14. In her conversations, 
she learned that most of the children hoped for a reconciliation of their 
parents and that they feared having a parent replaced. 

Dr. Maurice Vanderpol, a Newton child psychiatrist and 
psychotherapist and director of the McLean Institute for School Con- 
sultation, told her that school is a natural place to deal with the issue. 

“The whole question whether schools should be involved in helping 
kids is irrelevant,” he says. ‘Because they have no choice. Children br- 
ing these issues into the classroom.” 

Holzman said she was ‘very impressed" with the way the sc 
dealt with children of divorced parents. 

“They are an important forum,”' she said. ‘‘Not everyone needs or can 
afford therapy — this isn’t a substitute for it. Schools represent a con- 
tinuity in a child's life, It's a place where they have relationships with 
other adults,”” 

And not every child is devastated by a divorce, she noted. Some kids 
are relieved that the fighting is over. Her documentary ends on a hopeful 
statement from a child: 

“It’s not good, but it's not as bad as you think. You'll survive.”’

AUBURNDALE — John Burke 
has traveled twice around the 
world, and then some. All without 
ever really leaving home. 

The Waltham native has logged 
those miles as a postman for the 
Auburndale community since June 
1956. While on the job, Burke has 
sown the kind of good will that could 
turn around public opinion of the 
postal service faster than an over- 
night letter carrier claims to deliver 
mail. 

When Burke retired this 
December, the many people he 
knew from his daily 315 stop rounds 
couldn't just say a simple goodbye. 

So they threw the 62-year-old a 
party which drew over 150 people, 
young and old. 

Aubmrndale resident Dorothy 
McQuiston, who helped organize the 
party, admits, ‘It’s most unusual 
for anyone to feel this way about 
any one man,"’ 

The party, which was held last 
Sunday at the Congregation Church 
in Auburndale, was the result of ‘a 
concerted effort by everyone in the 
community,'’ MeQuiston says. 

While all her neighbors didn’t 
know each other, McQuiston ex- 
plains, everyone knew Burke. 

“He was everybody's friend," she 
stresses, 

MecQuiston says Burke's acts of 
kindness weme simple deeds. ‘‘It 
was lots of little things,’’ she says 
which made this postman special to 
Auburndale residents 

‘They're not terribly important," 
McQuiston says, “‘but over the 
years they made for a lot of good 
feelings.’ 

Burke, who is known by co- 
workers as ‘the Van Johnson of the 
post office’’ because of his good 
looks, red hair and tall frame, was 
overwhelmed by the party 

‘It’s something that I never real- 
ly expected, all this so-called ac- 
claim," he says 

Although Burke and his wife, 
Edith, have lived in Natick for the 
last 15 years, long-time Waltham 
residents may remember him as 
John '‘Red"’ Burke, a star baseball 
pitcher at St. Charles High School in 


graduated from St. Charles in 1938, 
was a member of the school’s team 
when Eddie Minahan was the 
coach, 

After high school, Burke went on 
to study at Boston College, but was 
drafted into the service soon after- 
ward. He served in a tank division 
known as ‘Hell on Wheels.” 

Burke is modest about the 
recognition he received from 
Auburndale residents at the party. 
‘Most letter carriers,” he says, ‘‘do 
a lot of little things”’ for people. 

“I’m not unusual like that,’ he 
says. 

While Burke downplays his acts of 
kindness to Auburndale residents 
along his route, McQuiston warmly 
praises him for epitomizing the sen- 
timents contained in the official 
postman’s creed. The official creed, 


one most people are familiar with — 
“Neither rain nor snow, etc.”” 

The official version, She explains, 
says letter carriers are supposed to 
be, among other things, ‘‘promoters 
of peace and good will,” ‘‘consolers 
of the lonely,’ and ‘messengers of 
sympathy and love,” 


McQuiston and some of her 
neighbors created a book as a pre- 
sent for their long-time postman 
which contained anecdotes and 
warm wishes from nearly every 
family on his route, 


He was remembered by some for 
trodding those extra few steps up 
stairways to deliver their mail and 
by others for notifying a neighbor 
when an elderly person had not 
picked up his or her mail and might 
be ill. 





the book for Burke, ‘‘You were the 
only man who could say ‘sit’ to my 
dog and he would sit,”” 


The book was presented to Burke 
during the party by Reverend 
Walter Holcomb of the Congrega- 
tion Church. Other residents who 
helped organize the party were Dr. 
Edgar Molmer and his wife, Mar- 
tha, and Ellen Livingston, 


While residents found Burke's 
deeds remarkable, he says it was all 
just part of his job. 

“Basically, a letter carrier serves 
the public, and I always felt that in 
order to do that, you had to tend toa 
lot of little things,’ Burke says. 

To at least 150 Auburndale 
residents, those ‘‘little things’’ are 
a 26-year tradition they would 
rather not see change.

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Discussion on juveniles, 
first offender leniency

NEWTON CENTRE Should juveniles who 
are first-time offenders of minor crimes be given 
a break or a record? 

The clear preference in Norfolk County is to 
give kids every opportunity to avoid having a 
record through a program called the Juvenile 
Diversion Program. 

David Hayes, one of the creators of the six- 
year-old program, says it not only works in keep- 
ing teens out of any further trouble, but also 
saves about $52,000 in tax dollars per juvenile 
who enters the program 

Hayes and Lieutenant Domonick Fruchi of the 
Norwood Police Department spoke to about 40 
Newton South High students recently on the 
diversion program. The talk was part of a week- 
long series on criminal justice issues sponsored 
by the school’s Enrichment Program 

According to Hayes, the diversion program is 
staffed by six full-time caseworkers and gets ad- 
ditional help from interns who are seeking a 
master's degree in law enforcement or related 
studies. The state Department of Education pro- 
vides the program with three other staffers who 
deal with iuveniles who commit crimes in school 

In its first six years, the diversion program has 
been 90 percent effective in steering teenagers 
away from crime, Hayes said 

The program is run by the Division of Human 
Services of the Norfolk County district attorney’s 
office. 

He calculates the savings in tax money based 
on the cost of prosecution and probation 

A “great deal'’ of the savings comes from not 
having to set up a lengthy probation program, a 
frequent punishment for juveniles who commit 
minor crimes. Unlike a probation officer, 
caseworkers with the diversion program can 
decide wh n to terminate a case, Hayes explain- 
ed. 

Some teens may have accepted responsibility 
for their actions and not need monitoring or 
guidance from their caseworker after only four 
weeks, while others may need several months, he 
said. 

Detective Fruchi, the sole juvenile officer for 
Norwood, praised the diversion program for its 
success with juvenile offenders. Fruchi offers all 
juveniles who are arrested for minor crimes the 
option of signing up for the diversion program in- 
stead of going to court. 

He sends 25-30 teens to the Juvenile Diversion 
Program each year, Only ‘two or three”' either 
fail to complete the program or are arrested a se- 








Committee 
seeks to ease 
apartment law 


NEWTON — A new aldermanic Housing Com- 
mittee will begin its campaign to open up more 
housing by considering more liberal rules on aec- 
cessory apartments in large homes 

City Ordinance 30, the committee's first target, 
now dictates that the number of dwellings allow 
ed in a house depends on the size of lot. In a 
residential zone where a minimum house lot is 
10,000 square feet, a house would need a 20,000- 
square-foot lot before it could support a second 
dwelling 

Committee members are weighing the 
possibility of using floor space instead of lot size 
as the criterion for extra apartments 

The committee concurred that the use of ex 
isting housing stock in the city has to be expanded 
to accommodate people with lower incomes 
‘‘Newton is going to be a very stagnant communi 
ty, because we're not going to be able to bring 
any you eople in," alderman Ethel Sheehan 
commente 








The advantages of amending zoning laws te 
allow for the conversion of larger homes would be 
two-fold, according to the committee. It would 


provide desperately needed housing, and it would 
preserve the city's older homes by breaking up 
maintenance costs among more people 

The committee is an offshoot of a study on ac 
cessory apartments done by the Human Rights 
Commission. The commission's report suggested 
that maximizing the use of older homes would be 
the first step in creating more housing. Ac 
cording to the commission's report, homeowners 
were most concerned that the converted homes 
be owner-occupied, that adequate parking be 
made available and that all city building, health 
and fire codes be adhered to 

The committee agreed to meet in various parts 
of the city to discover residents’ reactions to the 
proposal. Their first meeting is tenatively set for 
March 8 in Newton Highlands 





cond time. In either case, the juvenile must then 
go to court. 

One of the ground rules of the program is that 
juveniles charged with a crime must admit guilt 
and voluntarily enroll. The law defines a juvenile 
as under age 17 and at least seven years old. 

Crimes must be minor and cannot involve drug 
sales or violence. Teenagers who manifest 
serious emotional disturbance are not accepted, 
but are referred to other state agencies, such as 
the Department of Mental Health. 

A typical profile of a teenager who enters the 
program would be a 15-year-old named John who 
got drunk with other teens and broke into a house 
The house was vandalized and a camera and 
some cash were stolen. 

After his arrest, John agreed to go into the 
diversion program. 

Once in the program, John is assigned a 
caseworker who comes up with a plan for him 
after talking with his parents, teachers and the 
police. John’s plan would include restitution for 
damage to the house and possibly community 
service work. 

He may also be required to meet face to face 
with his victim. 

The caseworker also tries to work out solutions 
to other problems which may be affécting John, 
such as an alcoholic parent or a learning disabili- 
ty. 

Every course of action, Hayes stressed, is 
designed to help John take responsibility for his 
crime. If he fails to complete the plan, misses 
even one payment for restitution or is arrested 
again, he goes to court. 

One problem Fruchi encounters is parents who 
“think a check (for damage) will solve all pro- 
blems.”’ Fruchi tries to talk parents into allowing 
their child into the diversion program and mak- 
ing the teen pay off the damage himself. 

However, parents sometimes insist on paying 
themselves, he said. 

If parents continue to insist on paying, Fruchi 
said he will allow them to pay, but only once. If a 
teenager is arrested a second time and the 
parents insist on paying again, then Fruchi sends 
the teen to court. 

Once a juvenile successfully completes the 
Juvenile Diversion Program, Hayes said the 
teen’s arrest record is destroyed. 

“Kids think it doesn’t matter if they have a 
juvenile record,’’ Hayes said. ‘‘Baloney. There is 
no such thing as not having a record.” 

Hayes said juvenile arrest records are open to 
the armed forces, for example, and can bar so- 
meone from entering the service. 

“So the records are there and it’s very impor- 
tant that you not get complacent about records,” 
he warned.

NEWTON — The Department of Public Works, 
under the gun for its previous snowfighting ef- 
forts this winter, won some hardfought accolades 
for last weekends’ cleanup. 

Arterial streets were open early the morning of 
the storm and side streets were passable by noon. 
A sunny Sunday afternoon made the Saturday 
morning ‘‘whiteout’’ seem like a bad dream, 

Only huge mountains of snow piled up at in- 
tersections and some still slippery conditions 
served as reminders of the storm that was 
unanimously heralded as ‘“‘the worst since '78,” 

Some of the huge snowpiles around Newton 
were the result of the previous storm. The 10 and 
12 foot mountains blocking drivers’ vision around 
West Newton Square are only a few feet taller 
than they were before the weekend storm.

N.H.’s governor 
stumps for revival 





Driving across Washington Street onto Elm 
Street was like going through a tunnel, with walls 
looming large on both sides and blocking all vi- 
sion of oncoming traffic. Fifty yards away, the 
Mass. Turnpike was bone dry, without a trace of 
snow. : 

Overall, reaction to the DPW’s efforts was 
positive. Residents stopped shoveling Saturday 
morning to cheer on the city plows, even when 






they blocked driveways which had just been 
cleared. 

Eddie Quinn, of Quinn's News Service in West 
Newton, is a sort of expert in the city’s 
snowfighting efforts. He is out most mornings in 
his van delivering papers when it is still dark, 

Quinn said in his estimation the city did ‘a 
pretty good job” this time. He added there was 
“no comparison” between the cleanup after this 
storm and efforts on previous storms, All the 
main streets and most of the side streets were 
passable as early as 6 a.m. Saturday, according 
to Quinn. 

Alderman Richard McGrath who, as chairman 
of the Public Facilities Committee, has roundly 
criticized DPW snowfighting efforts over past 
weeks, had to acknowledge the department ‘‘did 
a pretty good job this time.” 

He noted the snow had been pushed all the way 
back to the curb on the city’s main streets, and 
added that the fluffiness of the snow made rear- 

ranging it much easier. 

McGrath said he hoped the improved DPW per- 
formance was “‘the result of an evaluation of the 
performance on previous storms.” 

With the streets cleaned by Saturday afternoon 
and traffic moving smoothly throughout the city,

NEWTON — Sporting a ‘Reagan in '84”’ button and exhibiting the self- 
confidence which helped him win the New Hampshire governor's race in 
November, John Sununu told a crowd in Newton last week he wants 
Massachusetts to shape up its Republican party. 

“TI am here on a very self-serving mission,” Sununu told members of 
the Newton Republican Club at the group’s annual Lincoln Day Dinner. 
“T, as the governor of the state just to the north of you need a Republican 
governor in Massachusetts.” 

That is not a fanciful idea, Sununu said, if Republicans in 
Massachusetts will mend their differences, end regionalism, and 
become committed to the common goal of the Republican party. 

The governor added that he was a Massachuestts resident until 14 
years ago, ‘‘when I saw the light.” 

“In Massachusetts, the number of registered Republicans is either a 
residual effect from having been born into the Republican party or hay- 
ing forgotten to change a registration,” he quipped. 

Sununu was the guest of honor at the 23rd annual dinner, The event 
was held Friday evening at the Nonantum Post 440 and was also spon- 
sored by the Newton Republican City Committee. 

In attendance were prominent Republicans who suffered defeat in the 
recent elections and primary, John Sears and John Lakian, 

“When we had success as Republicans in this state...we never took ad- 
vantage of that success to build the party up,’’ Sununu said to the more 
than 250 people at the dinner, 

“The key to success has to be the commitment to the party,” he stress- 
ed.

“Tam really a rare species,” said the new governor, who defeated the 
late Democrat Hugh Gallen in November. ‘I am a Republican gover- 
nor,” 

Sununu pledged to help out the Republican party in this state in any

The governor said Republicans in Massachusetts are always telling 
him how difficult it is to run in a state which is heavily Democratic. 

He said he understood the problem, but won anyway when he ran in 
the city of Manchester, which is 4-1 registered Democrats, ‘I won by 
5,000 votes and I won every ward in the city of Manchester,’ Sununu 
said. 

As Sununu spoke at the dinner Friday night, the snowstorm was well 
underway outside the ballroom of Post 440 on California Street.

Student Khan Hunyh designed a multi- 
colored, six-foot dragon, Delicate panda bears, 
birds and fish on soft, fine paper exemplified the 
ancient Chinese art of paper-cutting

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Strand proposes 
school budget up 
$1.2 million over ‘82

NEWTON — Superintendent John 
Strand Wednesday unveiled a $40.58 
million school budget proposal for 
next year, a $1.2 million increase 
which greatly exceeds the school 
budget ‘target’ set by Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

In November, the mayor urged 
the School Committee and the 
superintendent to hold budget hikes 
to .6 percent in light of his aides’ 
gloomy financial forecast for the ci- 
ty. 

The 3-percent increase, Strand 
told the School Committee at the 
meeting at Bigelow Junior High, i 
largely the result of keeping class 
size under 25 at the elementary 
level, keeping the variety of course 
offerings at the high school level 
and of making needed im- 
provements. 

A 5,5-percent salary increase as 
the result of collective bargaining 
represents a large portion of the $1.2 
million increase, the superintendent 
said. 





About 30 residents, including 
several PTA heads, attended the 
meeting.

Ex-guard gets 
probation after 


Mount Ida fire 


CAMBRIDGE — A 22-year old 
Needham man pleaded guilty to ar- 
son and was given probation in con- 
nection with a fire which resulted in 
$400,000 in damages to the library of 
Mount Ida Junior College in Newton 
last June 7. 

Superior Court Judge Andrew R 
Linscott, sitting in Middlesex 
Superior Court, imposed a three- 
year term of probation and ordered 
Philip Storer, of 70 Helen Rd., a 
former Mt. Ida security guard, in 
conjunction with probation, to 
undergo psychiatric treatment and 
to remain under the supervision of a 
probation officer during his three 
years of probation. 

Storer, a Northeastern University 
criminal justice major, pleaded 
guilty to setting fire to the Hallden 
Library, located at 777 Dedham St. 
Storer had claimed he set the fire 
because he wanted to alert school 
officials to deficiencies in the 
school’s fire safety sys 

But testifying at a probable cause 
hearing State Police Sgt. David A. 
Coonan said Storer first told 
authorities several different stories 
before finally admitting to having 
set the fire himself. At that time, 
Storer told Coonan ‘‘the fire was not 
supposed to have been that exten- 
sive.”

Declining enrollment and the 
shutdown of Warren Junior High 
team to cut 62 positions in Strand’s 
budget. That includes 37 classroom 
teachers. 

Through staff cuts and the closing 
of Warren, Strand estimates sav- 
ings for next year of about $2 
million. About ,000 will come 
from the closing of Warren 

Areas where the School Depart- 
ment faced a substantial increase 
were in fixed costs, such as health 
insurance and life insurance which 
increased by over $193,000. The 
budget also includes a $35,000 in- 
crease in unemployment compensa- 
tion because of the anticipated 
layoffs 

The cost of special-education tui- 
tions jumped by $1 or 12.5 per- 
cent. Under the state’s Chapter 766, 
cities and towns must pay the cost 
of private placement of special- 
needs children for whom there are 
no in-school programs. 

There are 95 Newton residents 
with severe and multiple handicaps 
who require private programs, in- 
cluding sidential programs. The 
account was increased 12,5 percent 
to cover anticipated tuition in- 
creases, Strand explained. 

A $350,000 increase is budgeted 
for instructional improvements 
which both Strand and the School 
Committee have set as priorities, 
The areas targeted for improve- 
ment were also priorities 
parents during  school-| 
needs assessment meetings with the 
superintendent and principals this 
fall. 

The new superintendent's pro- 
posal calls for the initiation of an 
elementary school computer pro- 
gram, introduction of facilities for 
the use of cable television, expan- 
sion of extra-curricular activities 
for junior high students and enlarg- 
ing the Newton Advanced Challenge 
(NAC) program for gifted elemen- 
tary students. 

As a result of his proposal for a 
pilot program in both computers 
and NAC in four elementary 
schools, Strand is calling for a 
substantial increase in new equip- 
ment. The total expenditure for 
replacing and acquiring equipment 
would, under Strand’s proposed 
budget, increase from $187,987 this 
year to $317,280 next year. 

Money for replacement of equip- 
ment would actually decline, while 
funds for adding new equipment 
we .id jump from $27,362 this year to 
$184,527. But, Strand argued, this is 
still small compared to spending in 
past years, In 1975, for example, the 
schools spent nearly $398,000 on new 
equipment alone, the highest level 
in nine years, Strand noted.

Trashy options

Garbage. That’s all I’ve been hearing for the 
past few weeks. 

FIrst we heard about the mayor’s proposa! to 
put trash pick up out for a private contract. 

The threat of a private contract led to increas- 
ed interest by the city workers to settle their 
labor negotiations. Consequently we all heard the 
give and take by both sides during ‘‘secret’’ 
meetings. 

Then we had a strike. Evidently some 
members of the city employees’ union were not 
happy with the status of negotiations. Some peo- 
ple may disagree with the terminology of a strike 
but the evidence produced trash left in mounds on 
the sidewalks for two days until the mayor went 
to the state Labor Commission and the workers 
were forced back to work. 

Finally we completed the circle when the 
Board of Aldermen refused to approve the pro- 
posal to contract out for trash pick up. 

A lot of progress has been made. Yes? 

Word has it that the mayor is going to try again 
during budget time but unless a lot of votes turn 
around it will end, one would think, in the same 
result. 

So we have this garbage problem we have to 
solve and there are a few ideas which have not 
even been considered. 

One alternative would be to: 

¢ Contract with ‘‘The Syndicate.”’ 

Just think of all the advantages. The employer 
guarantees efficiency. Strikes? You've got to be 
kidding. 

Labor negotiations? Over ina day. 

Cost? Probably very low since they can take 
the contract money and Joan it out at 25 percent 
interest per week. 

Then there's another alternative: 

* Create a ‘Town Dump.” 

Many small towns have town dumps. The town 
does not provide any garbage pick ups. Instead, 
you pile all the trash into the station wagon, along 









with the kids and family dog, and head for ‘‘the 
Dump.” 

In Weston all the politicians campaign at the 
dump on Saturdays. The dump serves as a social 
gathering place. 

Frankly Newton could use a social gathering 
place for all the politicians. One gets tired of 
meeting the same people at the Newtonville Star 
and in Newton Centre. At the dump you could 
meet everyone. 

Now, the problem is location, Where is a nice 
open spot of centrally-located land dedicate to 
public use. 

How about the intersection of Homer and 
Walnut Streets? Sure that’s the place some peo- 
ple want to put a new library but perhaps trash 
could provide a solid foundation for the new 
structure. 

In fact, if the new library goes on the site, anda 
town dump is set up there too, it would be quite 
convenient for the taxpayers. You could pay your 
tax bill, drop off some Hefty bags and take home 
the latest novel, all in one trip. 

Finally there’s one more alternative: 

* “Recycling trash.’’ You probably think I’m 
talking about newspapers and bottles, 

No, I have something much more sophisticate 
in mind. We should take our garbage, bring it to 
City Hall and recycle it there by letting it take the 
form of such things as Finnegan revaluation 
reports, studies for a new main library, alder- 
manic dockets, snow removal plans and even 
bills filed in the lame duck state legislative ses- 
sions. 

But what we are really left with is this. The 
mayor suggests a private contractor; the 
aldermen refuse to approve that. All parties con- 
cerned swear their actions are based on what is 
best for the city and that there are no political 
considerations involved. 

You know, that’s the most garbage that’s been 
shoveled around in Newton in weeks.

Under one provision, banks and other organiza- 
tions that make interest or dividend payments 
will be required to withhold 10 percent of thsoe 
payments for federal income tax purposes begin- 
ning on July 1, 1983. 


Most people are only now becoming aware of 
this new withholding tax and it is obvious that 
they are not happy with it. 

According to conservative estimates, 
withholding will cost America’s 80 million savers 
and investors some $1.5 billion in the last half of 
1983 alone, That's the amount they would other- 
wise have received due to reinvestment and com- 
pounding,

It should be emphasized that this withholding 
tax is by no means limited to accounts at banks. 
Under the new law, money market mutual funds, 
credit unions and corporations also will be re- 
quired to withhold 10 percent of their customers’ 
and/or shareholders’ earnings. 

In addition, the new 10 percent withholding re- 
quirement will apply to U.S, Treasury bills and 
bonds, and to U.S, Savings Bonds.

As a banker | strongly oppose this new 10 per- 
cent withholding tax, because it is both un- 
necessary and unfair, 

It is unnecessary because interest and dividend 
payments for 20 years have been covered by 
Form 1099 informaton reporting, and even the 
Treasury Department admits that 95 percent of 
taxpayers do indeed pay taxes on income and 
dividends subject to this reporting. 

It is unfair to depositors because it will lower 
the amount of interest they receive by reducing 
the benefits of compounded savings growth, 

Moreover, the IRS admits that 75 percent of in- 
dividual income tax returns result in refunds, so 
most of this money will have to be returned to 
Savers after they file their income tax returns 
each year. At base, then, what this 10 percent 
withholding tax amounts to is requiring savers

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‘Setting record 
straight’ on 
pay raise issue

(The following is an open letter to the Board of 
Aldermen concerning Finance Committee report 
718-82, in reference to proposed pay raises for 
members of the board and for the mayor.) 

With specific reference to the Finance Commit- 
tee report (the tone of which does not convey the 
feeling I expressed totally) I wish to set the 
record straight 

My comments which were heard by the com- 
mittee, the pr some members of the public 
and hopefully recorded were as follows: 

* Now is the time to consider pay raises as 
stated by the chairman in the second paragraph 
on page seven: a) providing the offices of mayor 
and aldermen are clearly separated to eliminate 
political ramifications and pressures. 

* With stipulations, not just a carte blanche in- 
crease including present support salaries in the 
executive department, with as many public hear- 
ings as required before the full board (100 per- 
cent, not 33 4s percent of our representation) tak- 
ing into consideration that at various times of the 
year the public is away from the city and is 
unable to participate. 

«I, in no , Made any comment as to the 
amount of any compensaton proposed by the 
committee members including Alerman Lisle 
Baker's proposal. My silence was not meant to in- 
dicate that I agreed with the figure the commit- 
tee voted approval on. 

The public hearings will bring forth the 
citizens’ input for the aldermen to deliberate on. 
Therefore, no set amount should be voted on until 
after the public has been heard. 

I also reiterate my objection voiced at the 
meeting regarding the chairman’s comments 
that the “mayor has been punished by a prior 
board” - that ‘the board had dealt unfairly with 
the position of mayor dealing with the incumbent 
rather than the position.” 

The record clearly shows that the Blue Ribbon 
Committee was comprised of most honorable 
members. It further clearly shows that commit- 
tee conducted its business in an above-board, 
non-political, nonpartisan manner chaired by an 
honest and impartially capable person whose 
reputation is beyond reproach. 

Long hours of honest hard work were spent. 

The chairman’s above-mentioned statement in 
my opinion suggests that he favored the person 
and not the office contrary to the earnest intent of 
the other parties, 

I respectfully suggest that if we the public 
(your constituency) are denied and precluded 
from our input in your deliberations in a truly 
democratic manner, that you will encounter 
mass opposition to any pay raises which I and 
others will again be leading. 

With specific reference to my commnets about 
aldermanic pay raises compensation, in addition 
to the comments reported on page 9, paragraph 3, 
I also stated that I have obseryed very closely 
over the past few years various kinds of 
representation on the board. 

I stated that all committee chairmen do a lot uf 
work and that in my opinion some aldermen do 
more than others. We, your constituency, have 
not received 100 percent representation on the 
board over the past few years, 

I have noticed repeated absences - a slow but 
steady trickle of aldemrmen leaving meetings as 
early as 9 and 10 when meetings have lasted to 
almost 1 a,m, 

At times from a third to half of our representa- 
tion were absent when votes were being cast on 
issues of concern to the constituency. 

I suggested that a roll call be taken at the 
beginning and the end of all meetings in order to 
show the public which aldermen give us 100 per- 
cent representation. I was informed by the chair- 
man that this could not be controlled suggesting I 
talk to the press about it. 

I believe in 100 percent representation, Short of 
an extreme emergency in my opinion, aldermen 
should be fully representative on all issues and 
not “take the proverbial walk" on any issue let 
alone be absent, 

Represent us squarely, stand by your convic- 
tions, but above all, hear us!

I'm a Newton resident and I've lived in Newton 
all my life. I support the recent city union 
members strike as well as their reasons behind 
it 

They would not have decided to strike unless it 
was their last resort. They have been trying to 
renew their basic contract with the city since last 
March and one of the major roadblocks to an 
agreement between city employees and the 
mayor is the adamant proposal by Mayor Mann 
to have city sanitation go to a private contractor. 

This contractor’s alleged affiliation with the 
Mafia in some parts of the country, as well as 
their bad business reputation, has convinced the 
Newton Aldermen (as well as_ taxpaying 
employees) that Newton doesn’t need this con- 
tractor on the city payroll. But Mayor Mann has

Sulik disputes low road salt law

NEWTON Public Works Commis:

Aldermen have complained at recent 
hearings on the city’s snowfighting ef 
forts that the commissioner ignored a 
city ordinance which requires, for 
ecological reasons, that salt be mixed 
with sand before application 

Ecologists began pushing for an or- 
dinance limiting the use of ré alt back 
in December 1971 when stud vealed 
that local water supplies were becoming 
polluted. The tortured progress of their 
original proposal, which finally ended in 
a resolution in December, 1977, might 
allow for the present confusion among 
some aldermen.

Complex goes condo; elderly fearful

STNUT HILL — One of the city's few re- 
maining apartment complexes is going con- 
dominium, leaving dozens of elderly residents 
wondering about where they will live 

Residents of Hammond Gardens, an 82-unit 
apartment complex at the intersection of Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway and Route 9, are afraid to 
face the future choice of buying a condominium, 
possibly in the $90,000 range, or renting at a 
higher rate. 

On the phone all day Thursday with elderly 
residents and government officials was Alder- 
man Ethel Sheehan, who said, ‘‘All I’m trying to 
do is protect people and see that outside forces 
don't disrupt their lives, I’m not trying to prevent 
condos.” 





City Planning Director Barry Canner said he is 
concerned about the prospect of the apartments 
going condo because, ‘Almost all of the large 
apartment complexes in the city have been con- 
verted.” 





Sheehan said the new owner of Hammond 
Gardens, Frederick Clayton of Hammond 
Gardens Trust, will likely raise the rent. Many 
elderly residents on fixed incomes, some of 
whom have lived there 30 years, pay $450 and the 
rent is expected to go up to aproximately $600.

“Anybody who needs help in relocating will be 
helped. We're not forcing anyone to buy and they 
have a right to remain and rent at the agreed 
upon rate,”’ said Clayton.

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Elderly residents of the apartments were 
afraid to talk publicly about the prospect of their 
homes being converted into condominiums 
because they feared possible retaliation. 

One 82-year-old woman who has lived there for 
21 years said she expects the rent to increase bet- 
ween $100 to $200 and cannot afford it. Another 
stated she was told it would be raised to $600 and 
she was asked to sign a new lease before her old 
one expired to lock in the new rate. 

An 83-year-old woman said she ‘‘did not know 
what to do or where to turn” because she has no 
family to help her. She said the apartments are 
located near transportation and are convenient. 

Hammond Gardens Trust purchased the apart- 
ments from Wyco Realty Trust in January and 
residents received a letter informing them of the 
intention to change the buildings into condos. 

Newton lacks the power to regulate con- 
dominiums. Aldermen passed restrictions last 
year, only to have a court overturn them. Then, 
in January, aldermen passed another condo or- 
dinance, but the state has yet to enact legislation 
to back it up. 

Alderman Sheehan tried to convince state 
legislators of the need to have the legislation 
moved out of a state committee, and became 
somewhat frustrated by the lack of response. 

Newton’s proposed legislation called for a con- 
version time of five years for aprtment dwellers 
who are over 65 years-old or handicapped, ac- 
cording to Sheehan. 

John Quatrale, director of housing develop- 
ment in Newton, said the one thing the city could 
do is sit down with Clayton to see what he would 
do for the elderly residents voluntarily. 

A letter to the residents indicates the developer 
is trying to be sensitive to their needs.

A medical panel, ‘Quality vs. Cost - Adver- 
saries of the 80's?’’, is scheduled for Wednesday, 
Feb, 23, at 7:30 p.m. at 157 Salisbury Road, 
Brookline. The panel is sponsored by the Newton 
and Brookline Leagues of Women Voters. 

Members of the panel include Russell Robbins, 
executive director of the Eastern Division of the 
Professional Standards Review Organization; 
Jacqueline Rosenthal, Harvard Community 
Health Plan; Dr. David Schiff, Utilization 
Review Board, Carney Hospital; and Kathleen 
Connelly, assistant director, Division of Health 
Care Quality, Mass. Department of Public 
Health, 

The public is invited to attend and participate 
in the discussion that will address such issues as 
the impact of financial cuts on health care and 
the present monitoring system that assures 
quality of care 

The League’s focus on quality and access of 
care within the system will conclude a three-year 
study of the health care industry delivery system 
in Massachusetts 


During the past two years, the League in- 
vestigated the federally established health care 
planning structure and the complex forces in- 
fluencing financing and cost of health care, ac- 
cording to Nancy Crowley, chair of the Newton 
League health care study. 


“Concensus on these issues has enabled the 
League to take a position that supports co- 
ordinated health care planning, public financing 
to provide for the needy, and regulation as an im- 
portant enforcement mechanism of the health 
care industry,’’ Crowley said. 


Findings from this year’s quality and access 
study will be presented at a League concensus 
unit meeting in the spring

Agent Orange 
compensation 
legislation filed 


WASHINGTON — Legislation requiring the 
Veterans Administration to compensate victims 
of Agent Orange has been co-sponsored by Con- 
gressman Barney Frank, D-Mass. 

“For too many years, the VA has been allowed 
to deny the claims of many of our Vietnam 
veterans that their health problems resulted 
from the exposure in Vietnam to Agent Orange 
and other herbicides,’ Frank said in a press 
release last week. 

The legislation would specify a lenghty list of 
disorders and illnesses which health profes- 
sionals attribute to exposure to dioxin and related 
chemical compounds used as defoliants in Viet- 
nam. Among the abnormalities are soft-tissue, 
lymphatic and stomach cancer, liver ab- 
normalities, nerve damage, fatigue and in- 
somnia. ‘ 

Once a veteran is diagnosed as suffering from 
one of the adverse health effects linked to dioxin 
exposure, the legislation allows the Veterans Ad- 
ministration to presume the illness is service 
related and therefore, subject to compensation. 

“It is time for Congress to change the VA’s at- 
titudes toward Agent Orange exposure and bring 
them in line with the results of a world-wide 
review of medical research which document a 
number of adverse health effects from chemical 
exposure,"’ Frank said. 

The VA currently lists more than 40 diseases 
which it presumes are service related. Despite 
possessing more evidence of dioxin’s effects on 
humans than many of the other 40 presumptions, 
the VA continues to deny claims of Agent Orange 
victims. 

“Some medical researchers feel that dioxin is 
the most deadly synthetic chemical known to 
humanity, yet until recently, the head of the 
Veterans Administration equated the effects of 
Agent Orange with teenage acne,’ Frank said, 
“This bill would require the VA to take Agent 
Orange victims seriously. 


Cancer Society aims 
to educate on what 
services offered 


NEWTON — “Getting the word out - letting 
people in the Newton-Wellesley area know what 
vital services and educational programs the 
American Cancer Society offers - is as important 
as the services and program themselves,"’ said 
Al Leone, president of the Society's Newton-

Public information volunteers work through 
the news media to keep people in the Newton-

The public information committee works very 
closely with the Unit's other committees to deter- 
mine their publicity needs,"’ according to Leone 
“Members frequently offer advice concerning 
letter-writing, and they help design posters and 
pamphlets.”

Cheese, butter distribution 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. Mann said 
last week that commodity processed cheese and 
butter will be distributed in Newton to eligible 
residents. 

This large scale distribution effort is being 
coordinated by the city’s Department of Human 
Services and is taking place from Feb. 16-18, 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. at the Aquinas Junior College 
cafeteria, entrance on Jackson Road in Newton 
Corner and on Feb. 22-24 from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. at 
the Warren Junior High School cafeteria, 1600 
Washington Street, West Newton. 

Recipient households with one to four members 
will be entitled to one 5 Ib. block of cheese and two 
1 lb. blocks of butter. Households of five or more 
members are entitled to two 5 Ib. blocks of cheese 
and four 1 Ib. blocks of butter. 

In order to qualify for free dairy products, a 
resident must be a recipient of any one of the 
following programs, 
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Food Stamps, Aid to Families of Dependent 
Children (AFDC), Medicaiad, Head Start, 
Welfare, Supplemental Security Income (SSI), 
fuel assistance, Women’s Infants and Childrens 
Programs (W.I.C.), or Veterans’ Aid. 

Interested persons must submit documentation 
showing they are recipients of any of the above- 
mentioned programs or they may also 
demonstrate need by signing a declaration that 
the gross income of the household falls within the 
current Fuel Assistance Program Income Range 
#2: For a household of one, the income cannot ex- 
ceed $7,020; two, $9,330; three, $11,640; four, 
$13,950; five, $16,260; six, $18,570; seven, $20,880; 
eight, $23,190; For each person over 8 add $2,310. 

According to Howard J. Lipton, director of 
Human Services, this massive distribution effort 
is being accomplished with the cooperation of 
Aquinas Junior College and the Newton School

Freud's papers were criticized for 
being written “‘as if he were in love 
with the object itself,’ Grinspoon 
said. Freud finally acknowledged 
his mistake when one colleague died 
of an overdose and another called 
the drug ‘the third scourge of 
mankind.””

Sarah Berhardt, the country's 
first lady of the stage around the 
turn of the century, reportedly en- 
joyed Vin Mariani regularly, and 
Grinspoon said there was ample 
evidence to suggest that Robert 
Louis Stevenson used it for his 
work 

According to Grinspoon, Steven- 
son wrote 30,000 words of “Dr 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde”’ in two and a 
half days, tore up all his work and 
wrote another 30,000 words in the 
next two and a half days 

J.S. Pemberton, a Georgia phar- 
macist, copied Vin Mariani the late 
1800’s, according to Grinspoon, and 
his popular product later became 
known as Coca Cola. It was adver- 
tised as being ‘somewhere between 
medicine and fun,’’ Grinspoon said, 
and caffeine was substituted for co- 
caine just before the 1906 Pure Food 
and Drug Act. 

The psychiatrist said the 
“unbelievable? manner in which 
the drug was promoted led to the 
federal legislation which regulated 
it, according to Grinspoon. Phar- 
maceutical company employees 
sold it door-to-door. Bartenders ad- 
ded it to drinks at the customers 
behest, and cocaine cigarettes were 











available in any good tobacco shop, 
he said. 

At least one police chief argued 
that his men needed to change from 
handguns to

The drug has dominated South 
American indian cultures so much, 


according to Grinspoon, that 
distances in some areas are 
measured, not in miles or 
kilometers, but in ‘‘concadas.” A 








“concada”’ is the distance man 
can walk on one dose of cocaine 
“Approximately three kilometers 
on fle land, and about two 
kilometers up an incline,’’ Grins- 
poon explained 

He added that the indians chew 
the leaves of the coca plant, getting 
a mild dose of the active ingredients 
of the drug while ingesting other 
alkaloids that have a mellowing ef- 
fect. The concentrated form in 
which the drug is now being in- 
gested in this country is extremely 
hazardous, he said, and a recent 
trend toward smoking it in absolute- 
ly pure form is lethal 

The ego-heightening and euphoria 
which attract people to it in the first 
place can easily give way to 
paranoia, delusions of grandeur, 
anorexia and hallucinations, he 
said. One common hallucination 
which comes from severe abuse of 
the drug Grinspoon called ‘‘for- 
mication,”’ feeling like there are 
bugs crawling under your skin. 

He insisted that, while the mental 
set of the user and the setting he is 
in can affect the possible results, 
any large dose of the drug can result 
in some psychosis. 

“People with problems are the 
ones most likely to get stuck,” 
Grinspoon said. Getting a head start 
on solving their problems is the only 
real assurance that they will not 
complicate those problems with co- 
caine abuse, he added. 

Wine and beer was served at a 
reception for Grinspoon after his 
talk.

New cars saving gas, testing better 


Fuel economy 
Good fuel economy is an important 
— and for some people the only — 
reason to buy a small car. The fuel ef- 
ficiency offered by the new Nissan 
Sentra, Toyota Tercel, Ford Escort 
and Renault Alliance tested by Con- 
sumer Reports auto engineers is 
something to consider if you're 
primarily interested in a small car 
for its fuel consumption. 
Of the four, the Nissan Sentra 
tested was tops in fuel economy. 
Equipped with a 1.5 liter four- 
cylinder engine and five-speed 
manual transmission, the four-door, 
front-wheel-drive Sentra delivered 
an impressive 49 miles-per-gallon in 
highway driving; 25 mpg in the city. 
Fuel economy like that used to be 

ae only with diesel-powered 
all cars. For instance, the gas 
mileage from the tested 1982 
Chevrolet Chevette, with a 1.8 liter 
diesel four-cylinder engine and five- 
speed manual transmission, was 
measured at 48 miles-per-gallon for 
expressway driving; 24 mpg in city 
traffic. 

However, the Sentra couldn't quite 
match the mileage of the ‘82 
Volkswagen Rabbit Diesel tested last 
year. 

Equipped with a 1.6 liter diesel 
four-cylinder engine and four-speed 
manual transmission, the Rabbit 
dalivered 57 mpg highway; 31, city 

riving. Of course, you'd have to pay 

‘Substantially more for a VW Rabbit 
; n_you would for the Sentra — the 
lowest-priced model offered by 
Nissan (formerly Datsun). 

The '83 Tercel tested was equipped 
with a 1.5 liter four-cylinder engine 








Old tires now face new fuel future 


and five-speed transmission. 
delivered an efficient 46 Penne 
gallon in highway driving; 23 mpg in 
city traffic. 

The '83 Escort, equipped with a 1.6 
liter “high-output’’ four-cylinder 
engine and five-speed transmission, 
gave 45 mpg in highway driving; 23, 
city. The auto engineers said that the 
“high-output” adaptation of the 
engine provided significantly better 
acceleration than the standard 1.6 
liter four tested in a 1982 Escort. 

The Alliance (the new American- 
made product that resulted, quite 
literally, from an alliance between 
American Motors Corp. and 
Renault), equipped with a 1.4 liter 
fuel-injected four and five-speed 
transmission, offered fuel economy 
that was nearly as high as the 
Tercel’s. It delivered 45 miles-per- 
gallon for highway driving and 21 
mpg in the city. 

To determine average fuel con- 
sumption, the auto engineers figured 
the amount that would be used in 
15,000 miles, calculated from their 
test results of equal amounts of city 
driving and expressway driving and 
a 195-mile test trip. 

The auto engineers calculate that 
the Sentra tested would use about 415 
gallons of fuel in 15,000 miles of driv- 
ing; the Tercel, about 460 gallons; 
the Escort, about 465. The Alliance 
would use 495 gallons of fuel in 15,000 
miles of driving. 

Small car ratings 

If you want a new small economy 
car, you may be attracted to one of 
the four new models tested by Con- 
sumer Reports auto engineers — the 
Toyota Tercel, Nissan Sentra, 





Renault Alliance and Ford Escort. 
All have front-wheel drive and are 
four-door models comparable in size 
to the Chevrolet Chevette, Honda 
Civic, Mazda GLC, Plymouth 
Horizon and VW Rabbit. 

The cars tested were equipped with 
five-speed manual transmissions and 
power brakes; the Tercel and Escort 
had power-steering (an option the 
auto engineers feel is not really need- 
ed in a small car); the Sentra and 
Alliance were equipped with stan- 
dard steering. 

The Tercel — Toyota’s only front- 
wheel-drive model — is redesigned 
for 1983; in fact, nearly everything 
about it is new except its engine and 
transmission. The Sentra is the 
lowest-priced car that Nissan 
(formerly Datsun) offers. The new- 
for-1983 Renault Alliance is an 
American-made modification of the 
Renault 9, which is made and sold in 
Europe. It’s the first product of the 
alliance between American Motor 
Corp. and Renault. The 1983 Escort is 
an updated version of Ford’s popular 
“World” car. 

The redesigned Tercel was judged 
impressive in almost all of the auto 
engineers’ tests. They considered it 
among the best of the small cars cur- 
rently available. Its engine started 
and ran well; the car handled quite 
nicely. While there’s not yet any 
reliability data on the newly designed 
Tercel, Consumer Reports’ surveys 
have shown that the reliability of 
previous Toyota models has been 
much better than average. 

The Sentra’s test scores were a 
notch below the Tercel's. However, 
Consumer Reports auto engineers 


still judged the Sentra a good per- 
former. The model tested had better 
acceleration than the Datsun 210 
which it replaces. Its shifting, handl- 
ing and braking were also judged 
very good. The Sentra’s only bad 
marks came from its 1.5 liter four- 
cylinder engine which alternately 
revved and then nearly stalled. Like 
the Tercel, the Sentra’s reliability 
has yet to be determined, but if past 
performance ‘is any benchmark, 
other Datsun (now Nissan) models 
have scored better-than-average to 
much-better-than-average in 
reliability. 

The new Alliance tested ran ex- 
tremely well. The auto engineers 
found its handling to be smooth and 
predictable; braking was excellent; 
and the ride was as good as the 
Tercel’s. 

While the Alliance also scored a 
notch below the Tercel in the tests, 
the auto engineers judged that, 
overall, it’s a nicely appointed small 
car well worth considering once its 
reliability has been established. 

The auto engineers weren't im- 
pressed with the 1982 Ford Escort 
despite its reputation as the ‘‘best- 
selling car in the world.” The '83 
model tested showed improvement 
over last year’s Escort in accelera- 
tion, interior noise and fuel economy; 
and, the performance of its high- 
output, 1.6 liter, four-cylinder engine 
was judged very good. (That engine 
is an option — not standard equip- 
ment.) While the Escort and its Mer- 
cury twin — the Lynx — may not 
have a reliability record like that of 
Toyota or Datsun, Escorts have pro- 
ven to be more reliable than many 
other small domestic cars.

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Domestic cars lead in mileage 





DETROIT — Imported cars run suc- 
cessfully on their fuel-efficient reputations, 
but statistics show 1983 domestic autos get 
bejter gas mileage than foreign cars in 
almost every weight category. 

Each year, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency garners much publicity with 
its list of the ‘‘Top 10’ fuel-efficient cars. 
The automakers wait eagerly for the list, 


which is released on what has been 
nicknamed ‘‘Derby Day” within the in- 
dustry. 


This year, the top 10 includes four ver- 
sions with differing engines of the 
Volkswagen Rabbit diesel, a VW Jetta 
diesel, two Nissan Sentra diesels, Isuzu I 
Mark diesel and just two gasoline-powered 
cars — the Honda Civic and Toyota Starlet. 

Eight of the autos are diesels — a type of 
engine that makes up only 4.5 percent of 
the U.S. car market. 

The Top 10 cars get excellent gas 
mileage, but Ford Motor Co. analyst L. 
Raymond Windecker said sales of these 
autos make up less than 2 percent of in- 
dustry sales in the United States 

“This is not indicative of the real world 
by any means,” he said. 

Windecker said foreign automakers ‘‘do 
and correctly have a reputation for having 
cars that are smaller than domestics and 
have better fuel economy — but they are 
not mass market cars.”’ 

The EPA divides all passenger cars — 
domestic and foreign — into 23 weight 
classes that range from 2,000 pounds to 
5,500 pounds.

In six weight classes there is no direct 
competition between domestic and foreign 
cars. For example, there are no American- 
made autos in the two lightest weight gas- 
engine classes, which include the Civi 
Starlet. 

Likewise, there are no foreign autos in 
the heaviest weight categories 

In 17 categories, however, a direct com- 
parison can be made. Of these autos 
foreign makes win the fuel economy rac 
in only one weight class — 3,375 pounds, 
where the MPG average of the Toyota 
Cressida and Datsun 280ZX beat out autos 
like the Ford LTD and AMC Concord

BMW: Obscurity to status symbol 


DETROIT — BMW owners jog, play ten- 
nis and squash and generally typify the na- 
tion’s “upwardly mobile’ young and 
middle-aged crowd. 

In short, they are one group of owners 
American car companies are longing to at- 
tract. 

The BMW 320i has become a symbol of 
success to many young professionals. The 
sleek boxy auto is often referred to as the 
“Rabbit of the Rich.” Larger BMWs, like 
the 528e and 733i, are being chosen by 
former Cadillac owners, company 
marketing experts say. 

Bavarian Motor Works has come a long 
way in this country from the days a decade 
ago when car owners thought the company 
might be British and few people knew 
where to buy one. 

“Seven years ago, they were calling us 
British Motor Works. Now they're featur- 
ing us in their ads,”’ said John Cook, presi- 
dent of BMW of North America, Inc. 

In 1982, BMW sold a record 52,393 cars in 
the United States, up 10,632 from 1981. This 
increase of 25.5 percent made BMW one of 
the most successful imports in a year when 
domestic sales hit their lowest levels in 21 
years. 

An industry giant like General Motors 
Corp., Ford Motor Co. or Toyota Motor Co. 
would scoff at such sales levels. GM, after 
all, generally sells more than 80,000 cars in 
a 10-day period. 

The comparison is inappropriate, 
however, when one considers that BMW’s 
autos are solely in the luxury-performance 


Three steps 
to car breaks 


Almost none of the thieves who break into 
cars parked on city streets are caught, 
even though, according to a psychologist 
who has studied such break-ins, ‘‘over half 
the time somebody else is around’’ when 
the break-in takes place. How do the 
thieves get away with it? 

The psychologist, Harold Takooshian, of 
New York’s Fordham University, has 
recently been finding some answers. One 
key is that the criminals cagily avoid being 
noticed by, dividing their crime into three 
relatively unobtrusive segments. 

In the first, “look,” they cruise the 
street, picking out a car with tempting ob- 
jects inside, and walk on. 

In the second, ‘‘break,”’ they break into 
the car, sometimes by jimmying the lock, 
sometimes by smashing a window with a 
rock. They then walk away again. 

In the third, ‘‘take,’' they finally reach 
inside, making off with whatever they can 
quickly grab 

Takooshian spotted this pattern by 
loading a car with a damaged camera, a 
full shopping bag (stuffed with packing 
material) and an imitation fur coat. Wat- 
ching from the window of- a nearby 
building, he observed eight break-ins or at- 
tempts, and videotaped 22

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class occupied by only a handful of other 
companies. 

In 1982, this market accounted for 12 per- 
cent of car sales or around 1 million autos.

The cars have soared to popularity in 
California, Miami, Chicago and now even 
Texas, till now traditional Cadillac coun- 
try. Cook said he was somewhat puzzled by 
the sales in.the Lone Star State, “‘where 
people used to think of cars like 320i's as 
coming in six-packs.”’ 

Nearly all BMW owners cite ‘‘quality”’ as 
the reason they purchased their cars. Most 
hang onto them for five to six years since 
the styling has remained constant in the 
past few years. 

The only apparent drawback is the high 
cost of service. One 320i owner estimated 
he spends $100 a month on repairs and 
maintenance, although another pointed out 
labor costs average $30 an hour at the 
suburban Detroit dealership where his car 
is fixed.

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With that high price tag comes a reputa- 
tion for engineering, handling, style and 
overall performance that is among the best 
in the industry.

The most blatant example is 
Volkswagen, whose Jetta resembles a 320i 
and whose commercials show the car over- 
taking a BMW on a winding road. Ads like 
this are ‘‘fantastic,"’ Cook said, for they on- 
ly show up other companies as 
“pretenders” to the BMW throne. 

“As long as we keep doing our thing and 
not try to hog all of the market, we'll be 
okay,”’ he said. ‘But the pretenders — 
those people who decide ‘this year we're 
going to have a performance car’ — they'll 
run into trouble.” 

Cook is not afraid of the challenge about 
to be posed by the Mercedes 190, recently 
introduced in Europe with a $10,000 price 
tag. Federal emissions requirements and 
other equipment, plus the addition of op- 
tions will push the price of the ‘Baby 
Benz’’ to $24,000 by the time it arrives in 
the U.S. later this year, 


“They're going to sell a car for $24,000.

Use safety goggles 


Keeping safety goggles in the car is the 
newest sight-saving idea from the National 
Society to Prevent Blindness 

“You'll need them to protect your eyes 
when jump-starting a battery or even 
changing a flat tire,’ said Dennis 
Hirschfelder, director of the society's eye 
safety program. 

He said last year more than 12,500 per- 
sons suffered battery-related eye injury 
that required treatment in a hospital 
emergency room, Ninety percent of those 
injuries could have been prevented by safe- 
ty goggles. 

“When I jumped a dead battery in 
another car from the one in my vehicle, 
that dead batter exploded with a tremen- 
dous roar,’’ one of the near-victims told the 
society. ‘Luckily I was standing off to one 
side and wasn’t hurt." 

Each year, the National Society to Pre- 
vent Blindness is told of numerous other 
similar narrow escapes, 

“But not all of those who write us are 
that fortunate,"’ said Hirschfelder. 

He is worried about the eye injuries that 
could be prevented in the new year by 
following safety procedures 

“As icy temperatures grip the nation, it 
is important that mortorists carry protec- 
tive eyewear in their cars, and know the 
correct way to jump-start a dead car bat- 
tery," Hirschfelder said. 

The society recommends storing safety 
goggles in the car year-round and donning 
them when performing any eye-hazardous 
job, such as changing atire. 


Potatoes: 
future fuel? 


SCOTTSBLUFF, Neb. — People will be 
putting potatoes in their tanks as well as on 
their tables if an agricultural researcher is 
right. 

Nearly every farmstead in Scotts Bluff 
County has a potato cellar, but most have 
been abandoned since World War II and 
the advent of the sugar beet as the leading 
crop in the area, 

However, the sugar beet industry is 
declining and University of Nebraska 
Panhandle Station researcher Robert 
O'Keefe would like to see valley farmers 
return to the potato industry. 

NU is working on a cooperative project 
with North Dakota, Washington, Idaho and 
Maine to evaluate potatoes as an energy 
source. 

In addition, Nebraska has its own potato 
improvement program designed to ex- 
amine potatoes as an energy source as well 
as a food source. The Panhandle station 
has researched 52 varieties and also is stu- 
dying storage methods. 

“It's very feasible to produce alcohol us- 
ing raw potatoes,’ O'Keefe said. ‘‘Who 
cares whether they’ve been infested with 
insects or disease?” 

He said by cutting costs for chemicals 
and marketing, potatoes grown for alcohol 
would cost about 25 less than if grown for 
food, 

The last commercial attempt to convert 
potatoes into alcohol came during the 1944 
War Food Administration Program, when 
inactive sugar beet plants were used to 
dehydrate the potatoes, O’Keefe said. 

The dehydrated potatoes then were ship- 
ped to alcohol plants, including a plant in 
Omaha. 

“This was an inefficient system,” 
O'Keefe said in a report prepared for a 
February 1982 meeting at the International 
Potato Center in Lima, Peru. 

“In the last 35 years economics and 
government policies have limited the use 
of potatoes for the production of alcohol,"’ 
he wrote. 





He said the research station has produc- 
ed 900 gallons of alcohol per acre. The cost 
has ranged from 78 cents to $2.15 a gallon, 
depending on the variety of potato. 


“With today’s varieties, 23 to 28 gallons 
of alcohol per ton should be obtained. As 
yield per acre and gallons per ton in- 
creases, the cost per gallon on the basis of 
the cost of the raw product ranged 0.62 to 
$1.85,’ O'Keefe wrote in his report 

O'Keefe said storage practices need to be 
considered if potatoes are grown for 
alcohol conversion because some ethanol 
plants are built to use cull potatoes instead 
of an efficient variety,

To jump-start a dead car battery 
before attaching cables: 

—Put out cigarettes and flames, 

—Set both cars’ parking brakes and 


automatic shifts to Park (manual 
transmissions to neutral). Turn ignition 
off. 


—Add battery water if needed, Replace 
caps, cover with damp cloth, Don’t jump- 
start if fluid is frozen! 

—Do not jump-start unless both batteries 
are negatively grounded and the same 
voltage. American cars are either 12-volt 
or 6-volt. Check owner's manual. 

To attach cables: 

1, Clamp one jumper cable to the positive 
pole of dead battery. Then clamp the 
cable's other end to the positive pole of the 
good batery. 

2. At the good battery, clamp second 
cable to the negative pole. Then clamp the 
cable's other end to the dead car's engine 
block on the side away from the battery 

3. Start the car with the good battery 
Then start the disabled car. 

4, Remove the cable from the engine 
block and the other car’s negative pole, 
Then remove the cable from the positive 
poles, 

“Keep the safety goggles on at all times 
when jump-starting a dead battery,’ 
Hirschfelder repeated.

America’s 
Future 
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Elderly housing 
proposal tabled 
for two weeks

NEWTON = A proposal to build 
100 units of elderly housing off Win- 
chester Street won 22 to 0 approval 
Monday night from the Board of 
Aldermen, but it got nowhere, 


Alderman Paul K. Daley, a 
member of the Land Use Commit- 
tee which already approved the pro- 
posal, asked it be reconsidered at 
the next meeting of the full Board of 
Aldermen in two weeks. A single 
alderman can halt a board action 
with the parliamentary recon- 
sideration tactic, 


Daley's reconsideration move 
was the first obstacle the proposal 
has encountered in its three-month 
progression through the several 
aldermanic committees. Neighbors 
have voiced only mild opposition, 
citing the five-story height of the 
structure. 


Daley spent most of Monday 
night's meeting conferring in the 
corridor with representatives of 
Combined Jewish Philanthropies 
(CJP), who want to allow Jewish 
Community Housing for the Elderly 
to build the units on their 28-acre 
campus near Novitiate Park. He 
said he was still unsatisfied on at 
least two issues after the discussion. 

Daley complained that he has yet 
to see any documentation of CJP's 


contention that they could not turn 
the elderly housing into profitable 
condominiums in a couple of years, 

CJP lawyer Alan Schlesinger has 
said the comprehensive permit 
sought for the proposal would allow 
subsidized housing only. Daley con- 
tends there are ways around the 
restrictions of the permit, 

Daley, who works as a real estate 
appraiser, also said he is 
dissatisfied with the amount of 
taxes that will be paid to the city on 
the housing units, He said that, to 
the best of his knowledge, the 
amount to be paid on the units is 
very low compared to their con- 
struction costs, He added that using 
the fair market value of the units as 
a measure would make their pro- 
posed tax rate seem even more out 
of line. 

Aldermanic discussion of the 
housing proposal centered around 
amendments which would impose a 
conservation restriction on part of 
the campus and insure that pro- 
mises to the city were kept before 
occupancy. One of those promises 
holds that a public parking lot be 
built on city recreational land abut- 
ting the CJP campus. 

Alderman Marcy Richmond add- 
ed a condition to the proposal which 
would require that periodic traffic 
studies be done before CJP comes 
before the aldermen for further site 
plan amendments.

NEWTON County Commissioner Bill 
Schmidt of Newton was in office little more 
than a month when he and one other member 
of the three-man board took action which turn- 
ed at least part of county government on its 
head 

Two weeks ago Schmidt and Middlesex 
County Commission Chairman Thomas 
Larkin voted to fire five top administrators at 
the Middlesex County Hospital in Waltham 
Commissioner Michael McLaughlin voted 
against the firings. 

Last week during a public hearing one of the 
five, Director of Accounts Joseph Guiney was 
reinstated after his lawyer argued Guiney was 
following orders and was not a hospital policy 
maker. 

But allegations by Larkin of mishandling of 
hospital funds against the other four ad- 
ministrators have prompted a call for a com- 
plete audit by County Treasurer Rocco An- 
tonelli. And the firings appear to signal a 
change in attitude by a majority of the com- 


Commissioner McLaughlin, said after the 
hearing he may file complaints with the state 
Department of Public Health because, he said, 
hospital sources told him patient care is suf 
fering in the absence of the fired ad 
ministrators 

Even with the split on the commission over 
the firings, McLaughlin joined Schmidt and 
Larkin in backing the 31-year-old Schmidt's 
proposal to reorganize the commissioners’ of- 
fice ‘to promote efficiency and superivision of 
county functions."’ 

Schmidt, a former aide to County Sheriff 
Edward Henneberry, campaigned last year on 
a platform to streamline county government 

“The counties have a bad name and 
deservedly so,’ Schmidt said in an interview 
last week. 

Schmidt stressed his push for reorganiza- 
tion could mean an annual savings of some 
$20,000 on the commissioners’ office budget of 
about half a million dollars.

Priest quits League over stand

NEWTON — The Newton League of Women Voters lost a member 
recently when the national organization came out in favor of a woman's 
right to choose an abortion, 

Fr. Robert J. Cheney, an economics professor at Boston College, an- 
nounced his resignation ina letter to The Boston Herald last week. 

“Your views on abortion make it impossible for me, in conscience, to 
be in any way associated with you,” he wrote. 

“Not only do you seem to have abandoned what I believed to be your 
normal stand on neutrality on controversial issues, but you now support 
a position on abortion which I find totally offensive and ghastly,’ Fr 
Cheney commented. 

Local representatives of the LWV expressed amazement that Fr. 


Cheyney was unaware of the league’s pro-choice stand on abortion 
before the national board announced its position in the organization's 
February bulletin. 

Ann Hartner, director of women’s issues for the Newton and 
Massachusetts LWV, said the local league’s position on a woman's right 
to choose an abortion has been known well for almost 10 years, She said 
the LWV in Massachusetts was far ahead of other chapters in declaring 
its pro-choice stand. 

Fr. Cheney said he was unaware of the LWV’s position on abortion 
when he joined last fall. He added that he joined the league because he 
was appalled at the political ignorance of the voting public and because 
he thought the League was one of the leading groups dedicated to 
educating voters on issues.

art supplies 
pose hazards

NEWTON — The author of a 
public interest group's report on the 
use of toxic art supplies in school 
districts, including Newton, warns 
that “there is no safe level of ex- 
posure to solvents’”’ in rubber and 
Duco-type cement for elementary 
school children. 

“When we talk about younger 
children, the risk is so great that 
even a little exposure is too much,” 
said Alfie Kohn, author of the 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group (Ma PIRG) 
study of 21 school districts. 

Newton schools Coordinator of 
Fine Arts John Harper said Thurs- 
day he has recommended to all 
elementary teachers that use of 
rubber and Duco cement by their 
students be suspended until Newton 
officials receive and review a copy 
of the Mass. PIRG report. 


Harper said he has asked for rub- 
ber and Duco cement be used ‘‘just 
by teachers and used sparingly 

“We do not have any actual facts 
as to what extent the rubber cement 
or the Duco cement are dangerous 
to children,’ Harper said. ‘‘They 
are probably used more in the in- 
dividual homes than they are in the 
schools,"’ 

Using invoices, bid lists and other 
materials from 21 school districts 
Mass. PIRG claims art supplies 
containing hazardous or possibly 
cancer-causing agents are being 
ed in school systems including 
Newton. 


“Weak laws and confusing defini- 
tions'’ allow manufacturers to 
market products as ‘non-toxic’ 
when they may pose ‘long-term 
health hazards,"’ Kohnysaid. 

“Toxicity refers only to acute 
hazards and acute means what hap- 
pens to you right away,’’ he stress- 
ed. “If you drink something and it 
doesn’t kill you immediately, you 
can label it non-toxic.”’ 

“Manufacturers take full ad 
vantage of the misleading nature of 
these terms," Kohn said. 

Kohn said one color (vermillion) 
of Chromacryl brand acrylic paint 
used in Newton is mercury-based 
despite a label which says it is “‘non- 
tox

Once a skeptic, local doctor 
now extols meditation virtues

NEWTON CORNER — Dr. Sanjiv Chopra understands why people are 
skeptical about the practice of transcendental meditation. 

Even as his wife extolled TM’s health benefits Chopra, a medical school 
instructor and native of India - where TM was born - scoffed at the practice 
Now he is practicing TM and is on a campaign to say that TM can reverse 
the aging process. 

"I used to say it was hogwash,” said Chopra, a Newton resident and 
associate chief of medicine at Veterans Administration Medical Center in 
West Roxbury 

Chopra came out Friday night to back an Iowa college study which con- 
cludes that TM slows down the aging process. Speaking at the Newton YM- 
CA, Chopra said the study determined that a 51-year-old who has practiced 
TM for five years has a biological age of 38. 

The reasons for this, Chopra said, are based on changes in the 
metabolism. He explained that meditation reduces stress, which makes 
people turn to cigarettes, alcohol and other drugs. Through meditation, the 
reduction of ‘wear and tear” on the body over the years reverses the aging 
process, Chopra said. 

The study was conducted at Maharishi International University in lowa, 
where all the staff and students practice TM. Researchers used blood

this January, overwhelmingly 
passed an amendment to 


regulate funding for abortions 
113 to 56. 





“It is almost inevitable the 
amendment will pass the 
Legislature and be on the 


November ballot in 1984 because 
of the vote it received in the con- 
stitutional convention,” 
Rea-Luthin 

At stake is the legality of ap- 
proximately 40,000 abortions per- 
formed each year in 
Massachusetts. Rea-Luthin said 
one and one half million abor- 
tions are performed nationwide 
Teen abortions account for about 
one-third of the total, she said 
last week. 

Rep, Schur said she thinks the 
legislature is lagging behind 
public sentiment on abortion. 

“The legislature is lagging 
behind the public on this issue 
and the sentiment is this is not a 
decision government should 
make," said Schur, referring to 
the e regulating some funds 
for abortions.

The federal government has 
cut off funds for most abortions, 
but in Massachusetts the State 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled in 
February, 1981 that 
Massachusetts must fund 
Medicaid abortions 

In 1977 the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled states are not required to 
pay for abortions and the state 
slature later passed a_ bill 
stricting state funding which 
the state's high court later ruled 
unconstitutional. 

The constitutional amendment 
proposed by the legislature may 
change the state court’s ruling by 
putting abortion regulations in 
the state constitution 

However, the legislature can- 
not prohibit abortion, even with 
the proposed ammendment 
Federal law essentially permits 
abortion during all stages of 
pregnancy, said Rea-Luthin 

“This amendment will not pro- 
hibit abortions, but it could 
restrict the use of Medicaid 
money, which provides abortion 
funding for poor people,"’ said 
Rea-Luthin.

She said her emotional stabili- 
ty hung in the balance and hav- 
ing more than two children would 
upset her life.

The schools are not in a position to 
chemically analyze every product, 
he stressed, and ‘‘we have to take 
the producers word for it.”” 

“We're of course concerned about 
this,’’ Harper said, ‘‘because that 
has been our philosophy all along — 
to avoid using toxic materials for 
children.” 

“We are looking to research the 
report and at the same time review 
materials in the schools,’’ Harper 
said. ‘But until the time we can put 
these two together, it is difficult to 
make a statement to say that all 
materials will be withdrawn from 
student use.”’ 

Harper said he ‘‘wants to know 
what quantities of these things are 
dangerous.”’ 

Harper criticized Mass. PIRG for 
not releasing their report to school 
officials at the same time it was 
released to the media. ‘'The first 
time I heard anything on the 
radio,"' he said 

“We certainly should be in on the 
information,” he stressed.

Union plan does 
deserve a chance 


The question when looking at the fight 
over whether or not to put city trash collec- 
tion in the hands of a private contractor is 
which side can you believe? 


Both Mayor Mann and his advisors on 
the one hand, and the city unions which 
would be most affected by private trash 
pick up have what they perceive as the 
best interests of the city at heart. And both 
sides have stumped and argued over this 
proposal, turned down by the aldermen 
two weeks ago. 


From the mayor’s point of view, it ap- 
pears, the issue is certainly not dead. 
From both sides the claims of cost savings 
are difficult to judge without a trial period. 


Projected savings for private trash pick 
up according to City Hall could tally 
$600,000 over four years. The union plan 
which would trim back the sanitation staff 
almost 50 percent would save taxpayers 
$300,000 every six months, union officials 
claim. 


The stumbling blocks between city 
negotiators and the union at present focus 
ona difference of $5 per week in salary and 
a demand by the city that the union cut 
back to 27 men, rather than the 28 the 
union supports. 


The union plan deserves a one-year trial 
period for three reasons. First, a union 
which is willing to cut back so far in order 
to save municipal jobs is making the offer 
in good faith. On the second count, once 
jobs are wiped off the city payroll they will 
most likely never reappear. The loss of 
more than 25 jobs for Newton area people 
is not something to be taken lightly. 


And the third reason for Mayor Mann 
and the aldermen considering a trial 
period for the union plan is that if the trial 
period finds in favor of private trash col- 
lection, the companies which covet such a 
pact with the city of Newton will still be 
eagerly waiting in line at the door a year or 
two down the road. 


Squelching ‘squeal’ law 


A federal judge’s decision last week to 
bar the so-called ‘‘squeal’’ rule forcing 
federally-funded clinics to tell parents if a 
teenager requests a birth control prescrip- 
tion shows at least one person in a position 
of power is capable of a rational thought. 


Judge Henry F. Werker, in granting a 
preliminary injunction halting the federal 
Health and Human Services Department 
rule, said such a regulation would lead to 
an increase in teenage pregnancy. 


The rule, which was due to go into Fri- 
day, was viewed by the Administration as 
a way to ‘‘encourage family participation”’ 
in a teen’s decision to use contraceptives. 

Aside from the obvious discriminatory 
intrusion by the government into the lives 
of women the rule typified the simplistic 
“solutions” this Administration favors. 

The proposal is now thankfully in jeopar- 
dy. It was intended only to intimidate and 
discourage young women from obtaining 
information and prescriptions which the 
government has no right to deny.

reorganization plan involves hiring a staff at- 
torney for the three-member board, a major 
change from past practice when the commis- 
sion routinely contracted out for legal services 
in all cases. Such a practice, Schmidt said, 
was more expensive than having an attorney 
on the county payroll. 

The county now p about $125,000 in 
lawyers’ fees and under Schmidt's plan a staff 
counsel could handle at least half of the legal 
work for the commission at significant sav- 
ings. 

In addition, Schmidt’s plan calls for 
eliminating the Central Purchasing Office 
which, he said, would bring purchasing under 
closer contro] by the commissioners ‘‘to pro- 
vide greater surveillance over purchasing, 
supply and mail operations.” 

The reorganization would also set up three 
management groups to oversee budget, per- 
sonnel and existing and new programs. 

“At the bottom line myu plan is actually a 
savings in money,’ S said last week. “I 
see the reorganize an attempt to pro- 
vide the commissioners with better informa- 
tion in order to administer county govern- 
ment.”” 

The firings, proposed by veteran Commis- 
sioner Larkin, were not linked directly to 
Schmidt's reorganization plan. 

“These fiscal problems (at the county 
hospital) were coming to a head very quick- 
ly,’ Schmidt said. ‘You could wait, but if the 
situation is bad enough waiting will not help.” 

“It is all a county fiscal situation,’’ he said 
“They go through the same kind of budget 
deliberations as the sheriff's department.” 

Schmidt, who was strongly endorsed in the 
fall election by the progressive group ‘‘Change 
Middlesex County," said he felt his proposed 
reorganization would not result in a loss of 
jobs for people in the commissioners’ office 
since many people could be reassigned to posi- 
tions for which they were most qualified. 

“If we’re given time we can restructure the 
operation and really make it work,”’ he said.

Hours option for restaurants

N TON Restaurants have the option to 
stay open til 2 a.m. to serve food, but in exchange 
they must shut down their bars by midnight. 

Continuing its campaign to curb restaurants 
that border on ‘‘taverr the Licensing Commis- 
sion gave its approval last week to offer 
restaurants the new option, according to Carleton 
Merrill, administrative director of the commis- 
sion. 

The new regulations, available from the com- 
mission, are meant to help restaurants that serve 
more food than liquor. 

Until January Newton was one of the few com- 
munities in the area that still had 2 a.m. closings 
for its bars causing an influx of drinkers from 
surrounding communities. 

The new 1 a.m. closing time stopped late-night 
carousers and now the Licensing Commission is 
“knuckling down" on restaurants that fail to 
serve food seriously and behave more like 
“taverns,” said Merrill. 

Andrew Seto, treasurer of the South Pacific 
restaurant on Beacon Street, said he will think 
over the option, ‘But either way, it doesn’t ap- 
pear to help at all,” he said. 

Seto said the December 14 vote by the commis- 
sion to roll back bars’ hours from 2.a.m. to 1 a.m. 
causes a hardship, and they are losing late-nigitt 
customers coming home from work. 

“T had to lay off an employee in the bar as it 
aid Seto. 

The Beacon Street restaurant has been in 
business for 25 years and because of t_e rollback, 
Seto said it is losing customers who work late in 
such places as: Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
Honeywell and Polaroid. 

Officials of The Golden Star restaurant in 
Newtonville said they will think about the pro- 
posal, adding the rollback of bar hours really is 
not affecting them during the winter months.

CHESTNUT HILL It has been 20 years 
since her death, but Marilyn Monroe is hardly 
forgotten, In fact, don’t be suprised this spring 
if you see young women walking down the 
street in outfits straight out of “The Seven 
Year Itch" and ‘The Misfits.”’ 

All that's missing will be the platinum 
blonde hair and the beauty mark, And 
Marilyn 

Remember Marilyn? Many of us do, but 
there is a whole generation out there born 
after her death that is seeking to recapture 
some of her glamour. In death, Marilyn 
Monroe has become larger than life 

Translated into 1980s terms, that means 
dollars. Now you can buy Marilyn mementoes, 
a far cry from Andy Warhol's famous tribute 
portrait. Most of the items are replicas of the 
“Fabulous '50s"’ things people threw a’ 
with a shudder in the '70s — like the black 
plastic cat clock with the bulging eyes and the 
pendulum tail 

There are Marilyn salt and pepper shakers, 
lamps, bed sheets and 3-D posters, all riding 
on the crest of a renewed interest in things of 
the '50s 

Last week, Bloomingdale's in Chestnut Hill 
opened up its “Remembering Marilyn’’ bouti- 
que, complete with five different types of T- 
shirts with Marilyn's image emblazoned on

Most of the clothing is ‘50s inspired 
scooped neck blouses cropped at the waist in 
pastels and polka-dotted circle skirts, all with 
button backs, ranging in price from $15 to $35. 

Some are designed to achieve the Marilyn 
look. Tight jeans that ride high on the calf are 
there, as well as men’s over-sized shirts that 
can be knotted at the waist and sweaters with 
dolman sleeves. 

For $70, there’s even a copy of the white cot- 
ton halter dress that Marilyn wore in “The 
Seven Year Itch."' It billowed up from the 
breeze of the New York subway while Jack 
Lemmon panted 

Bonnie Miller of Newtonville was at the 
store looking at a rack of the dresses, a limited 
edition 

“IT came just to see this,"’ she said, holding 
up the copy of Marilyn’s most famous outfit 
“It's incredible. It’s a very feminine dress. It 
makes you look like a girl. It gives you a nice 
fun feeling wearing it. Clothes have been so 
boring for the last five years.” 

And if most women cannot duplicate the 
Monroe figure, wearing clothes from the era 
at least provides a special meaning to 
One junior high shopper told Ms 
was not born when Marilyn was in her heyda 
but, she said, ‘‘It gives us a chance to get to 
know her.”

Boston College Chorale 
plans Eire Society concert 


CHESTNUT HILL — Dr. C. Alexander Pelo- 
quin, composer-in-residence, lecturer and con- 
ducter of music at Boston College for more than 
25 years, will present the Boston College Chorale 
of 100 singing stars in concert at the Eire Society 
of Boston, March 6 meeting, 2:30 p.m. at Boston 
College Chapel, Newton Campus, 885 Centre 
Street. 

Twice the recipient of awards from the 
American Society of composers, Authors and 
Publishers (ASCAP), Dr. Peloquin’s creation of 
new sounds for unity of speech, song and in- 
struments exemplified in his “Gloria of the 
Bells,"’ as opened a new era of melody with all 
Christian worship. 

His style reflects the attempt to meld the 
mystery and mysticism that are part of the 
heritage of the church with the best elements of 
folk, jazz and popular idioms. 

Dr. Peloquin has given workshops in choral 
technique and repertoire and delivered guest lec- 











tures in Europe, Asia and Africa as well as 
throughout the United States and Canada. His 
chorale performed during the ‘Catholic Hour’’ 
on NBC for more than 15 years. 

Although widely known as an organist and con- 
ducter, his major contributions have been in the 
area of compositon for churches of various 
denomination. 

Among his lists of credits are a film for the 
United Church of Canada: Music in Western 
Christianity; and a two-record album - Songs of 
Israel. 

A native of Northbridge, Dr. Peloquin studied 
at the New England.Conservatory, He also won a 
Boston Symphony scholarship for study at the 
Bershire Music Center.

Ricles balks at new school outlays

NEWTON School Committeeman Robert 
Ricles said Wednesday he is unable to ‘‘justify”’ 
new outlays amounting to about $350,000 in the 
proposed $40.5 million school budget. 

“Ty just don’t think that now is the time to launch 
into new initiatives,” Ricles stressed 

Ricles specifically criticized plans to start pilot 
programs for computers and for Newton Advanc- 
ed Challenge (NAC) for bright students in four 
elementary schools. 

Ricles called the proposed programs ‘‘elitist”’ 
because they serve only a “very small number of 
kids.’ 

Superintendent John Strand’s proposed school 
budget calls for an overall increase of more than

“But,”’ the school supporter continued, ‘“‘why 
object to increased expenditures in a town whose 
resources are so extensive? The money expended 
in such a cause goes forth consecrated. It is the 
‘bread cast upon the waters which shall be found 
after many days.’”

For next year, Strand would like to see a com- 
puter program begun in the elementary schools, 
cable television facilities established, and NAC 
expanded. NAC will lose federal funds next year 

Strand proposes increasing the staff from two 
federally funded positions to five full-time posi- 
tions, despite the elimination of federal funds. 
Expanding NAC would cost $140,800. 

Introducing an elementary computer program 
would cost an estimated $59,000 for equipment 
and $26,000 for one computer specialist who 
would divide time among the four elementary 
schools, according to budget figures 

Cable television facilities and staff would cost 
approximately $120,000, according to Strand. The 
equipment would be placed in one of the high 
schools or at the Education Center in Newton- 
ville. Strand has requested partial funding to the 
Newton Cable Foundation. 

Ricles argued that, “It is not appropriate’’ to 
introduce computers at the elementary level.” 

“T think they're fine at the junior high level. It 
has yet to be shown to me their value at the 
elementary level,’’ he maintained. 

“I don’t think we should be launching into spen- 
ding money for new equipment for these ex- 
perimental programs,” Ricles said at a Wednes- 
day budget meeting at the Education Center 

Strand countered that the new programs in the 
budget for next year are a response to the School 
Committee’s budget guidelines approved this 
fall.

Needs-assessment meetings with principals 
this fall revealed that “two-thirds of the prin: 
cipals felt more programs for the gifted and 
talented were needed," the superintendent said 

Committee member Marcia Mitchell said she

City inventor's 
work featured 
on television 


NEWTON A Newton inventor's use of a 
home computer to design a unique stereo 
camera-viewer system was featured recently on 
NBC-TV Weekend Nightly News, as part of a 
month-long series by the network on computers 

Eric Howlett of Newton has designed a new 
stereo camera-viewer system that eliminates the 
“stereo window” effect common to most three- 
dimensional photography. Stereo window refers 
to the border that can be seen at the edges of 
scenes created by most stereo sytems and is 
caused by the narrow field of view of these 
systems, 

Howlett’s LEEP (large Expanse, Extra 
Perspective) camera and viewer system pushes 
this border out of the scene. He did this by using 
his home computer to design lenses that cancel 
out the rainbow normally appearing at the edges 
of a scene photographed with the very wide angle 
lenses used in stereo photography. 

The result, according to Howlett, is a stereo 
camera-viewer system that makes pictures more 
lifelike than any previous system. ‘With a LEEP 
system,’ he says, “‘you c:

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Newton North six 
earn Suburban crown

WATERTOWN — The Newton 
North hockey team could have 
“backed into” the Suburban League 
title simply by sitting around and 
hoping North Quincy would knock 
off second-place Brookline Satur- 
day night. 

Instead, the Tigers performed 
like the now-famous Wall St. firm 
and earned the crown, and a state 
tournanment slot, with a 2-0 victory 
over Brockton Saturday at the 
Watertown Skating Arena. 

“We've got a strong sense of ac- 
complishment,” Tiger Coach Don 
Crowley said after the win. “We've 
come a long way ina year.” 

A long way, indeed. After copping 
the league title in 1977 and 1978, the 
Tigers slipped, winning only four 
games last season, and giving no in- 
dication of the success ahead. 

In what might have been the 
understatement of the season, 
Crowley said his team ‘‘played very 
well."’ In fact, the Tigers controlled 
the action with a crisp offense and 
hard forechecking. The key to the 
victory, though, was the effort of the 
defense, which Crowley correctly 
termed ‘‘immense.”’ 

The two “immensest’’ Tigers 
were goalie Steve MacKay and 
defenseman Dave Buckley. 
MacKay, who stopped 29 shots in 
recording the shutout, was especial- 
ly effective in the late stages of the 
second and third periods, when he 
rebuffed Boxer flurries with a quick 
glove or timely leg. 

Three times in the final ten 
minutes of the game, Brockton 


players had point-blank attempts 
turned aside by sparkling MacKay 
saves, as the junior saved the best 
for last, stopping both Bill Allen and 
Greg Peters from inside 10 feet with 
just six minutes to play. 

Meanwhile, Buckley, a lanky 
junior, was a constant thorn in Box- 
er sides, always appearing just 
when it looked like a two-on-one or 
three-on-two was developing in the 
Newton zone. 


All the offense the Tigers would 
need was provided by the line of 
Tom Grady, John Hickey and Paul 
Healey, which teamed up for both 
goals, In addition, the trio had 
several other opportunities stopped 
by Boxer goalie Gino Porazzo, 
whose performance was equal to 
that of MacKay-except on two oc- 
casions.

Tiger fans recieved a scare, and 
Brockton fans a glimmer of hope, 
when the goal light behind MacKay 
flashed on with 3:10 left in the 
period after a pileup in the Newton 
crease. MacKay, however, had the 
puck safely in his grasp—and out of 
the net. 

The next time the red light went 
on, at 5:36 of the second period, it 
counted-for Newton North. After 
Porazzo made impressive saves on 


both Grady and Hickey, Grady 
recovered the puck, swung around 
behind the Brockton net, and stuffed 
the puck between Porazzo's right 
leg and the goal post. Healey also 
picked up an assist on the goal, 

The rest of the second period had 
the teams trade unsuccessful 
powerplay opportunities. For 
Brockton, Porazzo was chiefly 
responsible for keeping the Tigers 
off the scoreboard, while Healey, 
who was on the ice for each penalty- 
killing effort, along with Grady, 
Buckley and Paul Boudreau, kept 
the Boxers at bay 

The final stanza belonged to the 
goalies, as Brockton pressed 
MacKay and Newton, which was in 
no way sitting on the lead, had 
several good opportunities. 


When Boxer Steve Calley took a 
foolish slashing penalty with 4:51 to 
play, moments after MacKay had 
come up with the two big saves, the 
Boxers were finished.

NEWTON — Thrown together 
just four days after an emotional 
contest, the Waltham High and 
Newton North basketball teams 
went at it again with the Tigers 
emerging a one-point, 46-45, victor.

NEWTON — The most senior member of the 
Woodland Golf Club is a retired Newton Centre 
Automobile agency owner named Hugo L. Separini. 
This is his 50th season of continuous play over the 
Auburndale course, longest affiliation on the 
membership roster. 


Separini, an ay :hitect before he went into car 
sales, was deskbound and looking for exercise when 
he first tried the game at a six-hole cow pasture 
course behind Drabbington Lodge in Weston's Ken- 
dal Green section. Then he got hooked on the game 
under the tutelage of Pro Bill Duffy at Trapelo Golf 
Club until his move in 1934 to Woodland, where he 
was to claim a career low handicap of five. 

Hugo has had the rare privilege of playing with all 
three of the club's National Amateur champions, Ted 
Bishop, the late Francis Ouimet and Jesse Guilford. 
At 78, he has been retired since 1962 and plays 
several days each week in season, one of his regular 
companions being Gene Boyle, Waltham insurance 
firm proprietor, and two ex-Walthamites, Joe Burke 
of Weston and Cliff Larsen of Lexington, 

Ouimet didn’t spend too much time around 
Woodland, so Hugo's experiences with him often 
were a few holes of late afternoon play when golf's 
foremost goodwill ambassador of that period would 
come out for practice, which he did frequently. 

Separini played much more often with Guilford, 
the ‘Siege Gun” of note, Chief memories of Jesse’s 
long-hitting prowess are of a 5-iron that carried from 
deep rough more than 200 yards to birdie range on 
one hole and a drive on the 12th along the B & A 
tracks which wound up parallel to the railroad sta- 
tion, well over 325 yards. 

His opinion on the greatest player ever? Bearing in 
mind that he had never seen Ouimet and Guilford in 
their competitive prime, Hugo says; ‘I'm biased 
because it is Ted Bishop. I followed Ted through all of 
those championship tournaments he won and also 
played a lot of rounds with him 

‘He was just marvelous as a shotmaker, One thing 
that impressed me was the great height to which he 
hit his ball off the tee, always on line. You could 
watch him against a player like Holly Mandly, who 
got lots of roll with a low shot, and Ted had to get all 
his in the air, Then there was the truly wonderful 
thing when he took out the irons and put the ball on 
the stick 

“While Guilford became famous for his long drives 
and Ouimet for his pitch-rim pitch-run finesse, 
Bishop was the master with the putter. Often my wife 
and I would go to his home to go out to dinner with 
him and Ted's wife. Ted would be in the living room, 
putting shots one after another into an overturned 
glass. Forever perfecting his game.” 








‘The Separini experience spans two distinct eras at 
Woodland, ‘'When I got here," he says, “it was 100 
percent a man’s golf club. Few ladies played 
Regular foursomes were the rule, I got into the bad 
habit of working from 7:30 a.m. to noon, which meant 
I was out there every weekend afternoon." 


The “old” course had no watering system, so the 
ball really moved along the fairways. Sometimes it

was like hitting one on Beacon Street,”’ he recalls, 
But he also remembers the ‘‘postage stamp fairway 
greens" that put premium on the short game.

It was never tournament play for Hugo; always 
those friendly foursomes, Like all golfers, he 
remembers the best round ever—a par-equalling 71— 
while playing with Es Bailey and Ralph Hunt, But he 
also has recollection of the greatest opportunity he 
had to break the magic figure. He came under the 
tracks six under, only to run into ‘four double bogeys 
that brought me back to earth,”” 


There's his all-time ringer card, a ringer being the 
best ever on any hole. He has birdied every 
Woodland hole and has had five eagles, including a 
hole-in-one at the present 4th, 


Woodland survived the Depression, World War II 
and a financial crisis at the end of the 1940's. Then 
came the shift to a family club, with a swimming 
pool and tennis and a new" course as the result of a 
major rebuilding by architect Geoffrey Cornish in 
the early 1960's, 

Separini likes it all just fine, including the new 
generations of players who seek him out to get the 
benefit of his companionship, He sees Woodland as a 
“great challenge"’ with its watered fairways, larger 
and well-trapped greens, tougher holes through the 
middle 

Matching one’s age is a feat the Woodland Gold 
Star member doesn't expect to accomplish. "I'd 
have to one-putt all 18 greens," he concedes, what 
with the toll Father Time has taken on distance, but a 
round of 83 he had one day last season will keep the 
fire burning 

A good question to ask Hugo Separini, who lives in 
Wellesley Hills, is whether his wife Irene ever got in- 
terested in golf. She was art supervisor in New Bed 
ford schools when they married in 1930 and art has 
been her principal interest. Hugo's reply: ‘'I did get 
her to consent to come to Woodland one time and 
take lessons from our fine old professional, Charlie 
Burgess. But I told him to teach her some cross 
handed strokes and that took care of that.” 

Thus, Mr. Separini has been blessed with an 
understanding wife along with the ‘wonderful 
memories’ which make his Gold Star distinction at 
Woodland something special in 1983

pressure levels, auditory threshhold (hearing) and near-point vision to 
measure the effects of TM and aging. 

ording to Chopra, researchers found that TM practitioners had reduc- 
e d oxygen consumption, greater skin resistance and a reduction in cardiac 
output. 

Chopra, 33, is one of the 6000-member American Association of Physi- 
cians Practicing Transcendental Meditation. The group is on a media cam- 
paign to promote the study, published in the International Journal of 
Neuroscience. Dr. Craig Perrinjaquet, of the Iowa college, and Larry 
Wardwell, director of the Greater Boston TM program, also attended the 
presentation. 

Chopra said half-jokingly that he began practicing TM to improve his ten- 
nis game. But he said he didn’t consider TM seriously until he observed 
“dramatic changes”’ in his wife. 

“You don’t have to be a certain personality type to practice TM,” 
Chopra, who has been meditating twice a day for more than two years. 

The doctors describe TM as a deep state of relaxation comparable to a 
good night's sleep. TM practitioners meditate twice a day for 20 minute 
periods. They estimate that some three million people practice TM in the 
United States. Some 30,000 people have paid $3,000 to learn advanced TM - 
levitating their bodies. Chopra and Perrinjaquet said they levitate each 
day. 

One man, one of only five people who attended the presentation, was 
skeptical about the idea of levitation and asked Chopra to demonstrate. 
c hopra declined, saying that ‘‘it would serve no purpose. 

“That’s not the purpose of TM,’’ Chopra said. He added that * 
(levitation)is thoroughly understood it will appear as ... mystical.’ 

The man, who declined to identify himself, compared levitation to the 

“jumping” which the body experiences during the first stages of normal 
sleep. 

The doctors were asked if other forms of meditation or stress-reducing 
exercises, such as the “relaxation response’ developed by a Beth Israel 
Hospital physician, are equally beneficial. Wardwell conceded that other 
practices can be beneficial but he said he thinks TM’s benefits are more 
long-term.

j WEST NEWTON — Ask anyone 

} in West Newton Square what the 
definition of impossible is and they 
will say, ‘‘A sale at Mayflower Fur- 
niture.”’ 


The firm whose sign has boasted 
“43 years without a sale’’ last week 
announced its was clearing house 
and closing down. 


The company began its going out 
of business sale Friday and bargain 
hunters who held their breath since 
Mayflower opened in 1939 finally got 
a chance to participate in what the 
company calls the ‘‘greatest sell out 


of the iceberg. The real irritants to 
residents, but the most difficult for 
police to cure, are people who park 
beyond the posted time restrictions. 

Chief Quinn admitted two-hour 
parking restrictions are “almost 
unenforceable” and said he would 
like to see time restrictions on 
posted parking be reduced to one 
hour. ‘‘No-parking tow-zone signs” 
are the most effective, he added 

All through the narrow streets of 
Nonantum, West Newton, Newton 
Center and Chestnut Hill, lines of 
parked cars are overstaying the 
two-hour parking restrictions, ef- 
fectively turning two-way streets in- 
to one- ways. Compounding the pro- 
blem are high walls of snow from 
the recent storms. 

“You don’t mind people parking 
beyond the two-hour restriction on 
Washington Street, but you have 
serious problems of all-day parkers 
in Nonantum,”’ said Alderman Gen- 
tile. 

Alderman DePasqaule says 
violators of two-hour parking 
regulations are difficult to punish 
because the police do not have the 
time to drive by, write down license 
plate numbers and then return two 
hours later to ticket law breakers 

“When citizens make a complaint 
about parking violators, the police 
should make it a point to ticket," 
said DePasquale. 

Chief Quinn said the police do res- 
pond to citizen complaints about 
parking violators. 


Recently the police decided not to 
ticket a few dozen cars violating the 
law in a posted no-parking area, ac- 
cording to Aldermen DePasquale 
and Gentile.

Barry H. Gerstein, 4: 
a former criminal defense lawyer 
and Wenham town counsel, ap- 
peared in Cambridge District Court 
in connection with a recent assault 
on a Belmont woman, one of at least 
seven women, with two in Newton, 
who have reported similar incidents 
in the last three months. 

Gerstein was arrested in Brighton 
Friday morning. Boston police 
found a 35 millimeter camera with 
undeveloped pictures of half-clad 
women in addition to a loaded 38

calibre revolver, rounds of am- 
munition and handcuffs. 

Following the arraignment, dur- 
ing which a not guilty plea was 
entered for Gerstein, Middlesex 
District Attorney Scott Har- 
shbarger, saying it is believed Gers- 
tein was responsible ‘‘for a series of 
crimes of terror,” promised swift 
prosecution of the case 

Harshbarger said his office would 
move shortly to indict Gerstein on 
charges related to the other 
assaults, which also occurred in 
Weston, Newton, Brookline, 
Billerica and Milton. Assistant DA 
Marian Ryan has been assigned to 
prosecute the Belmont case. 

The victim of the Dec. 28 incident 
in Weston was Sylvia Carr, wife of 
Celtics star M.L. Carr 

Weston Lt. John Bentley said 
Tuesday that Sylvia Carr picked out 
Gerstein’s picture from a group of 








about 20 photos in police head- 
quarters 

Bentley said the man who invaded 
the Carr home did not force Mrs. 
Carr to disrobe and did nol take 
photos of her. 

“She was a feisty little girl,’ 
Bentley said of Mrs, Carr. ‘He did 
push her down on the bed but she got 
up and pushed him down,"’ 


Bentley said that the man fled 
with some of Mrs, Carr's jewelry 
He said Sgt. James McShane and 
Ins. Roland Anderson recovered “a 
great deal of Mrs, Carr's jewelry" 
in Wenham. Wenham is where 
Gerstein's ex-wife lives. Gerstein 
lived there until their divorce in 
1981 
According to Harshbarger, the 
case would not have been cracked 
80 quickly had it not been for the 
“exemplary” cooperation on the 








part of several police departments. 

In attendance with other police of- 
ficials at a press conference follw- 
ing the arraignment, Newton Police 
Chief William Quinn said a Newton 
detective, acting on information 
provided by two Newton housewives 
who were victimized, contacted 
“some friends’’ on the Boston police 
force and consequently Gerstein 
was arrested Friday morning. The 
two Newton women gave police 
descriptions of the car Gerstein ar- 
rived at their homes with, as well as 
the license plate number 

Harshbarger indicated that 
similar incidents had occurred in 
Norfolk County and that his office 
would be working in conjunction 
with law enforcement officials 
there. Harshbarger said police 
recovered over 95 percent of proper- 
ty, such as jewelry, that was stolen 
following the assaults.

| NEW YORK (UPI) — For the consumer 
who can afford almost everything or just likes 
| to dream, there is an elegant new illustrated 
shopping guide. 

It boosts trinkets that can be bought on 
Beverly Hills’ Rodeo Drive, from a $90,250 dia- 
mond collar for your Teddy bear to a $1,750 
sterling silver canister for your tennis balls. 

“The International Guide to the Best of 
Beverly Hills’ — already being called The 
Gold Book — is the brainchild of a dynamic 
green-eyed blonde, Patricia Slesinger, 28, who 
hopes to bring out big-spender guides to other 
American cities in the affluent years ahead. 

“We're coming out of the recession," said 
Miss Slesingler firmly. ‘‘You know, Beverly 
Hills hasn’t even had one." 

Spendthrift New York would be the logical 
city to get the Gold Book treatment next, Miss 
Slesinger said during a visit, but it may have 
to wait a few years. She said she wants to 
perfect her product with a few more annual 
editions of the Beverly Hills guide first. 


“We have published 100,000 copies for our 
first edition,” she said. ‘To get things rolling, 
we've given away about 60,000 copies and hope 
to sell the rest through a very sophisticated in- 
ternational mailing list that was absolute tor- 
ture to compile.” 

The list is heavy with names of super- 
consumers in Mexico and other outposts of 
Latin America, the OPEC world, Japan, and 
Eastern Europe. To make it e for these 
potential customers, the text is in Spanish, 
Arabic, Japanese and French as well as 
English. 

“Those languages cover the nationalities 
that turn up most often in Beverly Hills, 
sometimes with wives who can speak English

“Our book isn’t for intellectuals but for peo- 
ple who like to look at nice things,”’ said Miss 
Slesinger. ‘Maybe they can afford them or 
maybe they just aspire to. I really think our 
readers know it is less and less chic to spend 
money in an obnoxious way, and are looking 
for things of taste and quality.” 

Special sections include Goldlist Dining, a 
restaurant guide including one that boasts 
Nouvelle Peking cuisine. 

There are a Goldex Directory to the 
purveyors of goods and services, plus articles 
on investments and precision motor cars and 
essays on Beverly Hills’ history. 

A riveting section is devoted to photos and 
ions of mansions on the market for 
$2.5 million to $6.6 million. 

Miss Slesinger prepared herself for her role 
as publisher by studying art history and

languages at Stanford University and Mid- 
dlebury College and living in a half dozen 
countries. 

She is philosophical about the ‘‘upscaled 
reader milieu at which I am aiming.”

“They have given a mystique to Beverly Hills, 
which has come to represent a life style. And it 
is related to the entertainment industry, which 
has a magic of its own.

FRAMINGHAM, Mass. (UPI) 
Eleven-year-old Lisa Bryant was 
frightened in the strange hospital until a 
look-alike companion underwent every 
medical ordeal with her. 

With two broken legs and stitches in 
her arm, Lisa’s favorite toy became a 
doll bearing an uncanny resemblance to 
the patient. Both had brown hair, brown 
eyes, a cheery smile, legs in casts and 
stitches in one arm. 

“Everything the doctors did to me, I 
did to her,’’ Lisa said, ‘‘and having the 
doll was better than no one when I was 
alone."” 

The plain muslin dolls, given to the 
children in the Pediatrics Unit of Fram- 
ingham Union Hospital, are so absorb- 
ing that even Raggedy Ann, Barbie, toy 
cars and cuddily teddy bears are ig- 
nored, 

“The children turn the dolls into im- 
ages of themselves,” said Pediatric Pa- 
tient Activity Specialist Brenda Clover, 
“and we use the dolls to help the 
youngsters understand what is happen- 
ing to them,”’ 

While one young patient who had his 
appendix removed marked a correspon- 
ding spot on his doll and then diligently 
started applying bandages, another at- 
tached tiny plastic tubes to the arms 
simulating an intravenous injections. 

Each doll, unmarked and unclothed 
when initially given to the child, is 
gradually transformed into a foot-high 
miniature of the patient, with yarn and 
buttons supplied for the hair and eyes, 
pipe cleaners, felt pens and crayons for 
the mouth, material for a hospital gown 
and a ‘‘doctor’s kit’’ filled with medical 
equipment 

“Do whatever you want to the doll,’’ 
Ms. Clover tells the surprised 
youngsters, who grab the stethoscope, 
blood pressure cuff, thermometer, 
tubes and bandages, often laughing for 
the first time since they entered the 
hospital 

The syringe is particularly popular 
among patients receiving many injec- 
tions 

“They really go after the doll” with a 
vengeance, regardless of sex, Ms 
Clover said 


That’s exactly what the doctor 
ordered. 

“Children do not have the abstract 
conversational skills of adults, who will 
talk for hours about an illness,"’ said Dr. 
Joel Bass, pediatrician and director of 
the children’s clinic. 

“That’s why play therapy is so impor- 
tant,”’ he said. “The dolls enable the 
children to cope with the stress of the 
situation. Rather than containing their 
anger, they can take it out on the doll.”’ 

“The doll becomes a companion in 
woe and a non-threatening means of ex- 
pression,” Bass said. ‘‘Since the child 
gets to transform the doll into himself in 
addition to treating it, it’s only natural 
that he starts feeling attached to it.”’ 

“They all choose to take the doll home 
upon release. It comes to represent a 
positive aspect of the hospitalization." 

The doll therapy would not have been 
possible on such a scale without the 
dedication of the Framingham Camp 
Fire Club. 

Jenny Carpenter, one of the 12-year 
old Camp Fire girls, said she and her 
friends started sewing and stuffing the 
dolls last year and donated them to the 
hospital. 

The reaction was so enthusiastic the 
club members have been kept hopping 
replacing the dolls as quickly as they 
are used, and have sent the pattern to 
other Camp Fire groups to start the pro 
gram at more hospitals. 

Jenny was particularly proud that the 
project earned the club a national! 
award and $50 in a “Help Young 
America’”’ contest 





‘The best prize is making a youngster 
a little bit more secure about being in a 
hospital,’ Jenny said 

Ms. Clover, charged with preparing 
children for surgery or treatment 
through therapeutic play, said the most 
overwhelming emotion children first ex 
perience in a hospital is fear 

“They're afraid of the new environ 
ment, abandonment when their parents 
leave, funny sounds and strange peo- 
ple,’ Ms. Clover said. ‘They need to 
relate what they are going through."’ 


“The introduction of the doll is often 
an icebreaker,"’ Ms. Clover said. “It 
gets the child to begin talking about his 





feelings of fear, anxiety and apprehen- 
sion.”’ 

“The children have no control over 
what’s happening to their bodies in a 
hospital, but they have total control 
over the doll.”” 

Lisa said she was scared when an 
automobile accident left her hospitaliz- 
ed with both legs broken. But the pro- 
spect of making a ‘Lisa Doll’’ dispelled 
her fears. 


With Ms, Clover's help, Lisa carefully 
soaked the plaster bandages in water 
and tenderly wrapped them around her 
doll’s legs. 

When the casts hardened, she inserted 
stitches on the doll's elbow and dressed 
her in a pair of shorts anda top." 














To complete the resemblance, Lisa 
even wrote ‘‘ouch”' on the bottom of the 
doll’s leg casts, ‘‘just like my own.” 

Ms. Clover said the dolls are par- 
ticularly helpful in revealing a 
youngster’s unnecessary apprehen- 
sions. Occasionally she hears a patient 
chastising the doll, claiming the reason 
for the injections or other uncomfor- 
table procedure ‘‘was because you were 
bad 











‘That's not so,"’ Ms, Clover inter 
jects, explaining the treatments result 
from surgery or illness and have 
nothing to do with behavior 


One child was particularly frightened 
when he heard he was to be put in a 

Spica cast,’’ concerned that his entire 
body would be encased in plaster 

Ms. Clover made the cast covering the 
waist and one leg on the doll, much to 
the relief of the youngster 

Four-year-old Joey Perrault was 
understandably upset from all the injec- 
lions and blood tests necessary for 
asthma treatment until he got his hands 
ona doll 

That doll sure got a lot of shots,” 
said Jay Perrault, the boy's father. ''He 
was acting out the whole hospital ex- 
perience," 

Joey drew a huge mouth, long 
eyebrows and pajamas on his doll 
When asked the reason for the big 
mouth, Joey said, *‘That's because he’s 
smiling
